CHAP. I. 

THE KING OF FRANCE ENTERS THE CITY 
OF NAPLES IN TRIUMPH. — ^THE ATTACK 
AND CAPTURE OF Tflfi CASTEL NUGVO 
AND THE CAST$L DEL OVO. — OF THE 

EVENTS THAT PASSED IN NAPLES. 

* 

On Sunday, the 22d day of February, in 
the year 1494, king Charles dressed him- 
self in his royal robes^ aud triumphantly 
entered the city of Naples. Although he 
alterwards made another entry, as shall be 
more fiiUy detailed, he, liowever, showed 
himseli* this day the true king and potent 
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lord oi Naples, and vent thence to the 
Ctkjllc of Capuu. 

As some of the partitans of king Al- 

phoribo btill held the citnitl ot ISapIes, 

the Castel Nuovo, and the Cnintel del 
Ovo, king Charles ordered them to be in- 
•tantly attaekedt although one side of the 
citadel woi wmhed by the sea. He liad 
hit battering artillery points against the 
Castel Muovo; and the captains of tlie 
guard for the king were sir Gabritl de 
Montlauconi Jean de la Grange, and others 
of rank. 

Not to prolong matters, the citadel was 
gained after a very severe attack ; and 
the Germans, Neapolitans, and S|mniards, 
of the party adverse to the king of France, 
burnt the outworks and hastily retreated 
to join their assuciutes in the Castel Nuuvu. 
In the citadel were found the largest 
cannons that had ever been seen, with 
such quantities of other things of an extra- 
ordinary appearance that it was more tliaii 
eight day s before the place could be cleared, 
by employing numbers of people and carts. 

Wednesday, the 25th day of Febru- 
ary, the king, after hearing masi in th*

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church of the Annraciada went to dine 

wkh the lord de Montpeubier, and theacQp 
aooompanied by hb lords, repaired to the 
eitiuli:! to examine how it had been bat* 
teiedt and to consult on the best means 
of conquering the Ca^^tel Nuovo. The 
next day the garrison demanded a parley, 

on which the artillery ceased firing, — and 
the lord AngUbert of Cleves, the lord of 
ligny, the baihif of Dijon, and the greafc 
chamberlain to the queen advanced to 
confer with them. Hie first demand of 
the garrison was, that the king would 
grant them a truce for twenty-four hours, 
which was cheerfully acceded to : the 
next, that they might, on the morrow, 
march away with arms and baggage, which 
was refused. 

On the twenty-four hours beu^g ex- 
pired, the artillery played more fiercely 
than before, — and it was a pitiful sight to 
view the ruins of this Castel Nuovo, whicli 
was exceedingly strong. The besieged 
fired a piece ,of artillery against tiie church 
'of the Arwcisoans of the observanttne 
order, which broke through the roofi bi^t 
did AOttbe teest puschief to crowds of per** 
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sons, of both sexes, then in the churchy 
The incessant firing of the batteries lasted 
from Thursday to the Monday ibllpwing, 
•^and there were so many breaches, for 
the king was there in person, that the 'gar- 
rison again demanded a cessation oi arms 
for another ))arley. The lord Angilbert of 
Cleves and the baihfF, of Dijon, who spoke 
Gernian, met the deputies from the castle; 
They demanded permission to march away 
in safety with their baggage, to receive 
three months pay to serve the king, if it 
should be agreeable to him ; otherwise, to 
receive passports for them' to go whither* 
soever they pleased. 

The cessation of arms was renewed 
lirom day to day, as tlie parley was pro- , 
longed by the garrison until the 34 of March, 
ill expectation of being relieved by king 
Al^honso. But when they found all ho'pes 
of relief vain, and that the batteries were 
about to recommence with more violence 
than ever, they were forced to abandon 
themselves to the mercy of the king, into 
whose hands they surrendered themfielves. 
He allowed them to keep tiieir baggage ; 
but aU artillery, stores, and provisions, were 
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to remaia in the castle^ Mrhich he immedi« 
ately regarrisoned with his troops, and with 
able captains, for its defence. 

During the king i stay at that pleasant 
place Poggio-R^^, the daughter of the 
duchess of Melfy*, in company with her 
mother, came thither, mounted on a su* 
perb courser of La PugUa, and tiirowing 
the bridle on his neck, made him gallop 
four or five long courses ; after which she 
made him curvet and bound, as well m 
the most excellent rider could have done, 
which pleased the king verjr much, — and 
he made her a handsome present. 

Monday, the 4th of March, the king 
had the Castel del Ovo besieged, and 
strongly battered on the land side ; the 
others were surrounded by the sea. This 
day, the king heard mass at the carthu* 
dan convent, and dined with the lonl of 
Clerieux f : he afterwards visited the siege 
of the Castel del Ovo, of which the artillery 
had already destroyed great part,— ibr the 
canoniers had performed tiieir duty won-

o'clock in the aflernoon the garrison de- 
manded a parley* The kihg being thefm 
in person, consented to it, and sent thither . 
the lords de Foix and de Miolan, who 
having heard their proposals, carried them 
to the king while at supper. 

Thursday, the 5th oi' March, the king 
again returned to the siege, after his 
dinner ; and while he was in the trench^ 
with his artillery, the prince of Tarentum 
waited on hiiki. The lord de Guise, the lord 
de Ligny, the master of the houstiioid 
Brillac, had advanced to meet the prinoe> 
and.remained as hostages for his safe leturn 
afler the cxMiferenoe. The king and prince 
Wfsre both sumptuously dressed, and oon«« 
yersed themselves lor some time, in a 
gwden Adjoining to the pmk of artillery* to 
all appearance with great politeness. When 
^ the oonveraation was ended, the king 
called to him the lord de Montpensier> 
lord de Foix, the lord de la Tri* 
mouille> the lord de Miolan, the mares* 
chal de Gie, and several others, with whom 
he talked for a considerable time, surround- 
ed by his guards. When it was over, the 

» 
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prince took leave of the king* and retunied 
to his gall^f which was anchored off the 
shor^ attended by many of the french 
lofdB, according to the king*8 orders. On 
hU arrival at the ^hore* he took leave oi 
these lords, commending himself to the 
good graces ot their king ; and when he 
had embarked ia liis galley they went back 
to relate to the king all that had passed^ 
and his praises of the reception he had had« 
On this day the artillery did not play oa 
either side. 

Fridayt the 6th of March, the king, 
having heard ma$si« went to dine with the 
lord de ClerieuXf — and this day many of 
the garrison (among whom were several of 
the wounded) left the Castel del Ovo. The 
Spaniards went to the prince of Tarentuiiiy 
and the Germans surreudeved themselves to 
the kingf having passfiorts fer the purpiDse. 
The lord de Crebbol, sir Gabriel de Mont- 
&ucon, by the king^s command^ entered the 
castle with a body of xnea under aim>j and 
Mchen, to take dbargeofit^and the numheiw 
less stores within it. 

Sotarday^ the 7tb of March, the king 
wentto examine Ihe Gastci del Ovo^ and 
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then departed to lay siege to the bpptmte, 

cubtle. Towai'db evemug, the prince of Ta- 
retitum paid another visit to the king, new 
to the park of artillery, — and the lords de 
Guise and de Ligny were hostages for his^ 
saie return. This coaterence wat> bhortj ibr k 
was late ; and when the prince returned to 
his galley the above lords rejoined the 
king. It is worthy of' remark, that on this 
day the prince of Salemum, who had been, 
live years a fugitive from Naples, through 
fear of king Aiphonso* returned thither, 
and recovered a young son who had heen, 
by Alphonso, confined in prison^-^for the 
cardinal of San Pietro ad vincula had paid 
a very large sum for his ransom. 

On Sunday, the 8th of March, the 
king having heard mass, and dined, went 
to amuse liimself at the siege, and sent the 
governor of Paris, and the esquire Galiot, 
to summon the garrison to surrender, 
otherwise he would shortly batter the walls 
* about their ears. They reAised to com* 
ply ; and, in consequence, the batteries were 
playied with such effect that, on the l^urs-i 
day folio wuig, the 12th, they knew not 
where to shelter themselves,— «nd the go^ 
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^QOr was constndned tx> come irom the^ 
castle to speak with the king, then in ther 
trenches. The governor^ bareheaded aad 
on his knees, besought the king, ^th 
upUfted hands, to grant a truce until 
the morrow, aad to receive tlie garrison 
mercifully, which was granted. Tfaegover- ' 
nor was a liaudsome, tall ligure, with white 
hairs; and, on having this answer, he 
returned by sea to the castle, accompa- 
nied by the prince of Salemum and the 
mareschal de Gie, to parley with the gar- 
rison in the castle. Shortly after^ the 
eaptains Claude de Rabaudanges and the 
lord de la Vemade were appointed gover* 
nors this castle, — and n(4iung was^ taken 
out of it. ' f 

^ The kii^, on the following Sunday, 

after hearing mass, returned to tlie cattle of 
Capua, and remained some days^ to receive 
the homages ot the princes and princesses 
of the Teabn,r' together with those of the 
nobles and inhalutants as well of Naples- 
as of the TenU'di Lavora, Calabria, La 
' Pug^ and of other parts ^subjected to the 
crown of Naples. He had tliere establish- 

» 
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ed his qhanceiyf and courts of justice and 
finance, with presidents like as in France. 
The pre^deat Guennay was the chancellory 
having the kiag's secretaries under him, 
with great and smaller seals for all requisite 
acts. He ordered money to be coined of 
gold and silver, and other metal; such as 
crowns, ducats, and various pieces, both 
double and single, having the arms of 
France impressed on one side, and on the 
reverse the arms of Sicily, quartered with 
the small crosses of Jerusalem. 

The king now appointed many new 
officers for the city of Naples, and in oth^ 
tOAvnSy — namely, judges, masters of the 
mint, and of various deseriplions. During 
this interval, he visited the different churches 
in Naples, aad ev^ thing worth seeing 
there and in its neighbourhoods While 
thus employed, he had many very fine en-> 
tertfUnments givra him by the nobility in 
^laples, and othtTS,— but it would be tire- 
some tp detail them alL 

News arrived un tlie Wednesday, that 
Gsieta wte taken by the frendh troops: 
iu consequeufie ot whicht the Jiing sent the 
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iwnciichal, of Bwucaure on the numow to 
take the government of it. During the 
month of Apiilj the kiqg inspected his ar- 
tillery, and that which had been found in 
the castles of Naples: the greater part of 
the last was transported to France. Ihe 
Icml d'Anbigny left Naples this month for 
Calabria» accompanied by his men at arms 
and a large body of Oennans. The 15th 
of Aprilt the king, aiter hearing mass in 
the church of the Annonciada, was con- 
fessed, and then touched and cured great 
numbers that were afflicted witli t e evil,— 

a disorder that abounded much all over 

Italy, — ^when the spectaturs were greatly 
edified at the powers of such an extraor« 
dinary gift. This day the lord Virgiho Or- 
sini md the count of Petilano waited on 
the king for the first time since they had 
been made prisoners. 

The next day, which was Maunday* 
Thursday, the 16th of April, the king heard 
divine service in the church of St John, a 
liandsome building, and attended (as if in 
France) on thirteen poor persons, who were 
washed and waited on at dinner, and pre* 
Mted with thirteen crowns. The sermoit 



xras preached oa that and the two following 
days by master Pinelli, a doctor of divinity 
in the university of Paris. 

On Easter-day, the 19th of April, the 
king was confessed in the church of St 
Peter, adjoining to his lodgings, and then 
touched for the evil a second^ time ; after 
which he heard mass in the church of St 
John, and in the evening a sermon by doc- 
tor Pinelh, — W ednesday, the 2id, the king 
went to see the tiltings, the lists for which 
had been erected near to a church founded 
by the Anjou-race of kings of Sicily, where 
were many of the nobility and ladies of 
Italy. These justings lasted from Wednes- 
day until the first of May : the holders of 
them were Ch&tiUon and Bourdillon, aud 
the assailants were veiy numerou8,~^d 
excellent deeds of arms were done on each 
side. 

On Sunday* being the feast of St Janu- 
arius, tiie king heard mass in tlic cathedral 
or church of St Januarius, where many 
cardinals, bishops, and prelates attended^ 
The head of St Januarius was pubUcly dis- 
played to the king, and some of his blood 
in a glass bottle: it ym congealed like 
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a stone, as the king proved by touching 
it with a small rod of silver; but no sooner 
was it placed near to tlie head than it began 
instantly to melt and become liquid, to the 

astoinshinent of many who viewed thiii mi- 
racle. 

The prelates of the ciiurch said, that by 
means of this Ytiiraculods head afid blood 
tA' St Januarius, they were made acquamt- 
ed with the success of their petitions to 
God; lor when their prayers had been 
propitious^ the blood became liquid, — but 
when otherwise, it remained hard. They 
were likewise by this means informed as to 
the dispositions of their prince, and whether 
he was to reign over them or not, whidi 
seemed very extraordinary. 

On Monday, the 4th of May, the king 
sent Jean, du Bois, Fontaines, and the 
master of the household de Bresse, to make 
an inventory of all the stores, and other 
^eifects, in the Castel del Ovo,— ibr there 
appeared to be such quantities of provision, 
•an4 of other things, tliat the value seem«' 
ed inestimable. During this time, the 
king visited several places in the neigh^ 
bourhood of Naples ; such as the grotto 
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which Virgil had pierced with such sub- 
tile art through a high mountain on the 
seashore of Naples, which is a wonderful 
thing, as there is no other road but through 
this subterraneous passage, as all who have 
seen it can testify. A little further on is 
the Solfaterra, where sulphur is made, — 
and there are natural fires beneatli the sur- 
&ce that are always burning : the king saw 
them make sulphur. There are, likewise 
near, many springs of hot water as well 
as of cold ; and in a valley of this moun- 
tain is a hole through which comes such an 
impetuous wind that it supports in the air 
stones, and pieces of wood, that are thrown 
into it, — and it is said that the heat is very 
great within this hole. Hie king visited 
another remarkable spot where alum is 
made, and saw the whole process. Near to 
this last place is.a cavern having a deadly 
quaUty ; for whatever is thrown in perishes 
instantly, as was proved before the king" 
on an ass aixd cat, which, on being thrown 
in, were suddenly killed^. The king, hav*

CHAP. II. 

KING CHARLES If AKBS HIS PimUC ENTRY 
. imO NAPLES, AS KING OF THAT COUNTAY 
AND MONARCH OF ALL ITALY. 

Tuesday, the 12th of May, the king, hav- 
ing heard -mafis iu the churcii of the Aanou- 
ciada, left Naples after dinner for Poggio 
Real6,— where all the princes and nobles 
of France and Italy were abbcuiblcd, to ac- 
company him in his public entry into Na- 
ples, as king of 1: ranee, Sicily, and Jeru^ 
lem. He was dressed in rov al robes, and 
made a mobt splendid and triuin|ihant en» 
try, and thenceibrward was called Charl^ 
Cai^r Augubtus. In his right hand was 
the globe, and his sceptre in the left,-*and 
his mantle was oi' iine scarlet trimmed with 
triniiH , having a deep fall-down collar, or» 
namented with ermines' tails also, with a 
brilliant crown ou his head. The horse h^ 
rode was as grandly caparisoned as possiblei 

■ 
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lo suit his state: and over his head was 
Ixmie a splendid canopy by the highest no- 
bility of Naples, who were surrounded by 
the king's valets richly dressed in cloth of 
gold: the proyost of the household with 
fais archers on foot attended on him on 
each bide. The seneschal of Beaucau-e re- 
presented the constable of Naples; — ^and the 
lord de Montpensier preceded him, hand- 
somely mounted, and dressed as viceroy 
and lieutenant-general of Naples* 
' The prince of Saleniuni was [)resent, to- 
gether with the great lords of France, of 
the blood royal, and knights-companions 
of the king's order; such as, the lord de 
Bresse, the lord de Foix, the lord de Lux- 
^ embourg, the lord de Vendome, and others 
witiiout number; all dressed in mantles like 
to what the king wore. In short, the en- 
try was most magnificent; and the nobility 
of Naples, with their ladies, presented to 
the king their children of ten, twelve, and 
fifteen years of age, requesting of him to 
make them knights, which he did with his 
own hand, — and it was a splendid spec^ 
tacle. 

Tl^e prelates and clergy came out . tQ 
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meet lam iathe richest copes^ beariag rdiica^ 
and conducted hiai to the cathedral, where, 
oa Ibe high atour were displayed* aa be-, 
£bre^ the head and blood of St Jaauarius.* 
In front of the altar* the king swore, to 
protect his new subjects, and to preserve 
them in their liberties and privil^pe^ wluck 
gave universal satibiaction, — and great re* 
joicings were made on this occasion, and 
also for his happy arrival, and th^ .great 
good he had promised them* 

Tiie king was, after thi^ comducted to 
his palace* where, during several deiys, he 
received embassies ikom different parts of 
liis kingdom; such as Calabria, La Puglia* 
XiAhsws^, to do boma^* and to inquire, 
respecting tlie manner in which they were 
to be governed by a vicefoy when the kin§ 
should be absent, as was natural for them.; 
On Monday, the IBthof May* the king oTr 
dered a grand supper to be prepared Mt tbft 
Castel NuovQ* where he gave a 8imipta« 
ous banqu^ to his princes and nobles, seat*) 
ed 1^ two tables* in tbe great hall of tb^L. 
castle* to which was an ascent by several 
stone steps. The grand seneschal of Nafd^ft. 
served the wboie o^' tb^ supper,, H^fblyi

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t CHAP. IV. 

<UN« €UAEL£5 fi£TURNS^ FEOM* liAPL£& TO 

FRANCS. 

The kirtg, as I have said, left Naples on 
the !20th of May, and halted al Aversa. 
-On the 21st, he marched from A versa to 
Ciapua. On the myftow, he dined and 

slept at the bishop's palace ia Sezza* ; and 

on the Saturday, as he was about to enter 

Gaieta to refresh himself, the castle fell 
down and obstructed iketatA, A> that he 

returned to Sezza, — but on the Sundhy, 
Pthen the damages had been repamd, ht 
proceeded and lay at Monte Cassnia* 
Thence he parsed to Ponte-corvo, to Cy- 
pnenne, and to Fiorentino, a smaU dty, 
then under aa interdict from pope Alexan- 
der, becatfse thp inhabitants had miirdered 
and cut off the arms of their bishop, who . 
was a Spanidid, &riiaving been obstinate 
in supporting king Alphdnso against th# 

idngof Ffenee« Thiskbterwduklno^liaT^

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been able to havB heard mats thafc dajr* if 
he had not before had fuU powers giveli 
him to order the celebration of the maw in 
aU fdaceSf according to his good pleaMires. 

On Friday, the 29th, the kin^ ad- 
vanced for the night to Vfthnontone, whera- 
in were many who hated the French, be- 
cause they hiid destroyed and burnt Monte^ 

J]ortino ; neverthele^^j, he proceeded to Ma- 

lina the v/exi dayr and halted there till 
Sunday. > 

Ob Monday die first of June* the king . 
re-entered Rome, on his return to France 
and waa lodged in the palace of the cardir 
nal de St Clement, near to St Peter's^ 
He was grandly accotepenied by his no* 
hie$, g^tlem^n pensioners, men at armi^* 
crosB-bowmen, Swiss and Germans;, and 
because pop^ Alexander was absent*, he 
posted his men in diflferent parts of the 
town^ to check any insolence of the Ro- 
mans. Having done this, he went to St 
Peter's, to return his thanksgiviiigs to God. 
On Wednesday, he left Rome, dined at 
Isola, and lay Campanolle, Friday he 

e The pope bad flad to Orrieto, ecmsetmis ct 
hmng deceived the kiDgi and. fearful of co»se^aen«e«« 
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srimnted to Roncig1i6ne, and the same 
day entered Viterbo with his whole army, 
' whim he was as. well reeeiv^ as before^ 

JHe remained in Viterbo until W hitsunday 
was passed, to perform hii devotioni^ and . 
visit the body ot St Rosa. 

On the 8th of Jan^, the king supped 
and lay in the town ot Monte Fiascone, 
celebrated tor its muscadine ^^ines, — and 
thenoej continuing his march through La 
Paille and other places, arrived at Sienna» 
tfae inhabitants of which eam^ oxk to wd* 
come hiui^ maguiiicently dressed, and with 
the same ceremonies as at the first -of his 
coming thitlier. - * • 

The king inarched from Sienna oa 
the 17th of June for Poggiobondi, where 
he lay, and staid the following morning, 
on account of its being the least of the 
holy sacrament, and attended the proces- 
sion to high mass with great devotion. 
After' dinner he advanced to Chateau Flo- 
xentin,— and on the morrow he dined at 
Campane, near to Florence ; but he did 
not enter Florence on his returut for^ 
under pretence of being in the liench in- 
tacest, the town of Pont-Yelle had been 
taken, ' ' v 
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Satarday^ the 20th June, the king- 
entered Pisa, wh^re lie was recti ^ ( ^v itli 
every honour aad sobrnkuoii. He staid 
there two days, and on the Tuesday fol-^ 
lowing dined at Pommart, and slept at 
Lucca, where, in return for his handsome 
teception^ he took the town under hk pro-* 
tection. He inarched through Pietra 
Santa, and arrived, on the Saturday, at 
Sarsaigue.*, where lie had intelligence ok' 
the junction of the duke of Milan with 
the Venetiam. For thi» reason, he would 
not sleep at Villa I lanca, but encamp 
bk army on the other side of the river, 
where he supped, and waited for the ar- 
rival of his artillery, and the rear of his 
army. 

The king left his camp, at Villa Franea, 

on the 30th of June, to hear mass at a large 
B»onastery near to PontremoU; for the 
Qermans had burnt that town, in revenge 
for the murders of some of their comitry^

to Naples. After dinner, the king en- 
camped at the foot oi the Appenines, and 
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there remained until his artilleiy had paned 

the mountains. The lord d^ la Trimouille 
and Jean de la Grange were charg^ with 
Ihis bus&nessy-^-'aod although thojoe ware 
plenty of h'duds they had great difficul- 
ties^ on account of the roeks. On tba 
3d of July, and the following day« the 
king crossed the Appenines, and pieMed 
through Verceil and Cus:>auo» and en^ 
camped his army near to Bocgo ds 
Taro, wh^re he lay, under the security of 
strong guards. Sunday, the £th of July, 
the king heai*d mass iu his camp, and dined 
%t Foronuovo^, where he (bnned his friaA 
for the order of battle» with a main hody» 
8 van and resem, having t|;ie usual 
|;uaids ^tahjish^. 
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CHAP.V. 

XHB BATTLE OP FbRONUOVO, WHERE THE 
, KING OF FRANCE GAINS A COMf'LETE 
. YICTORY OVER THE CONFEDERATED 
PRINCES OF ITALY. 

On Monday the 6th of July, in the year 
1495, the French army was encamped ad- 
joining to the valley of Taro, about two 
miles from roronuovo, and four from Par- 
ma. Thence inarched that <^allant prince. 
Charles Vili. of the name, king of France, 
accompanied by those valiant captains be- 
fore mentioned, and about eight or nine 
thousand courageous Hien at arms, to 
meet from fifty to sixty thousand Lom- 
bards, Venetians, Estradiotsf, and others, 
his enemies. The marquis of Mantua was 
commander of the Venetians : count Galeas 
Sforza was the representative of his bro- 
ther, Ludovico duke of Milan,. and the 
lord of Ferrara commanded the rest of the 
traitors, in company with other captains. 

♦ Xstndioljs,^ sort of light horse, or a uiiluij. 
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The king was aimed firom head to 
foot in a manner becoming so great a 
prince. Over his armour he wore a 

jacket, with short sleeves, of a wlnte and 
violet colour, besprinkled with crosses of 
Jerusalem. His helmet was magnilicently 
ommnented with feathers, — and he was ac- 
coutred like a good man at arms, with 
sword, dagger, spear and battle*axe. 'He 
was mounted on a powerful black horse, 
called Savoy, whose caparison was of the 
same colours with the king s jacket, and 
besprinkled with similar small crosses. 
The king was surrounded by very able 
and trusty advisers to direct him, having 
under them about two thousand men, 
who afterwards gave good proofs of their 
valour. 

• When the french army had been 
properly arranged, and the artillery was 
ready, they began to advance toward the 
«nemy in such wise as the ground served 
them. The Italians not knowing in what 
division of the army the kins^ had posted 
himseU, sent a herald, under pretence of 
asking something from him, — and the he- 
.j»ld» on his return, told them the manner 
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in which the kiug wa» accoutred. They 
now begap to move, and taking advantage 
of a fikvouiable situation, discharged a lieavy 
piece of artillery at the van of the frenelw 
ivhich wouoded and kiili^ lif veraJL although 
it did not break their ranks, nor cause 
any great confusion* A pharp c^nnanadmi 

followed ; but the king's artillery did great 

mishief to ttie enemy, and killed one of 

their priuci^ial eaiuioiiiers, as \va^ kn^wn 

firom a trumpeter that wa3 soon after made 

priiioncr. The king*s artillery was so well . 
served that the Italians w^re forced -to ret 
treat, having noticed the, excellent orU^ 
in which the French w^re fornfied. 

It was wonderful to observe the cool 
and determined valour of the gallant 
king, both in actions, and in spee(thes to 
those about his person : * How say you, 
my lords and friends ? Ara you not re-» 
solved to serve mc well lo-ilay ? and will > 
you not Uve and die with V^?* Then 
having heard their answers, he contijiuedj 
<Be of good coumge^ and Qotfifraid; for 
although they be ten tiine^ our ijuuiber, 
—which is the case, as I know for certaint 
~yet we huvc justice on our uikr io* 
« 
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which I imt my conidenoe in God, that 

he will pleaiveti to give us tl*e victory 
over our enemies. I have abo hopes thil: 
he will fight this day oa oia* bidet and thatf 
tibrough hit gracbus fiivourt we shall agaia 
triumph, as havt^ doD« throughout the 
whole of this eipeditiont and retam to 
Franca witli honour to our^elves^ thrauigb 
his meroiiiil Idodness/ Such, or nearly si* 
milact were the words with which tim» var 
lorous king consoled and encouraged all 

around him. 

The enemy were much sur|>rised at 
the good order of the French ; aad to en- 
deavour to break it, they sent a delachr 
meat of Estradiots, and some Albamans, 

across a hill, to iaU on the baggage. Tiioiic 
who had the guard of it had been very 
neghgant in not keeping themselves in 
reading to lesist an attack, by reason of 
some dispute among themiclves, tor which 
they suffered ; but it was not much, as shall 
be told hereafleri-«--and die army remamed 
unbroken. 

The ItaUans, seeing this, ^ent a herald 
to the king to demand a truce. The kiug 

.iirqplied,— ^ if they wish for a trucet let them 
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meet me between the two armiet/ But 

he aftenvard sent to them, to say, tliat if 
thejr wouldf through friendnhipf allow him 
end his army a free passage to Fmnce, 
it was all he wanted, otfierwise he would 
force bis passage in spite of them. 

The Lombards iind Venetians, hearing 
this message from the king s herald, de^ 
tained him, add resolved instantly to charge 
the French, 4ike madmen. They Were par- 
ticularly debirous to attack the divii»ion 
where the king was, to put him to death, 
— but God was that day his Protector. 
The advanced guard, perceiving the enemy 
thus hai^ily marching, inibmied the king 
of their gaining the wood^ and bushes i 
on which be crossed the bit'd ol Xhe Taro, and 
each army was in sight of the olher. Infect, 
the Italians were handsomely equipped and 
mounted, and advanced with the appear- 
ance of a determined courage, as they 
"^ere for superior in numbers to the 
French. Their best men were placed in 
front, — and the first onset was very severe 
on both sides* As they had been informed 
by tiieir herald iiow the king wan <lrr<isc^d, 

their chief attack was made -on his dtvi^ 
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ftion^ and with such suocesB that they ad* 
vanced to his . person ; but ke displayed 
great TalouTt and was so heartily aeooiided 
by those near him tliat the eiiemies were 
completely lepuked^ with unmeoae glaiigh* 
ter ; even the boldest among them attri- 
buted their highest honour to him who 
could fly the &stest; for vvheu they saw 
the day was lost, the best piece of all 
their armour was the poiat of thdc ^urs* 
Only one man of rank was made 
prisoner on the side ot the French, name- 
ly, Matthew bastard of Bourbon, who had 
most vsUiantly defended the king» and he 
was taken when pursuing the enemy up 
to their lines. Not more than nine os 
ten freiich gentlemen were killed, although 
their enemies were ten to one against 
them, the greater part of whom saved 
themselves by flight This proves^ beyond* 
a doubt, that Divine Providence assisted 
the French, and gave them the victory over 
their disloyal enemies, who were con- 
quered in so very short a space of time.. 
The king remained the whole of the day v 
armed and on horseback, and until the 
yfhfuit .q£ his army had retired . ,withia

bun irom the Italians^ tademand the pri^ 
sonars; but they were answered, that they 
should iKit be restoied^-^^^hidi astonidied 

them greatly, as they feared tJiat some of 

tbcir fint mkitity had been ^ther killed 

or made prisoners. < 
The . kuig and his nd>les» in ^ign ti 
trmmph and victory, sipped and lay on 
tlie fieU of battle,— whefe the^f flte and 
diank what tfaey could find, and as it 
pleased God> to whom they gave theiif 
■ftoat humble thanksgivings and praises 
Sat their success, as indeed they were 

koundBik to do. 



CHAP. VI. 

• ► 

TH£ mm DECAMPS FROM FOEOKUOVO, TO 

RETURN TO'tRANCE. ' 

Qh the morrow of the battle of Foro- 
nuavo, the 7tb of July, the king, alter 
hearing ecurly mass, decamped from before 
l^mmm^ md posted his army on an dte* 
vat^d situation called Magdelan, about hftif 
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t fi»nch ieafue imm his late camp, whew 

he reixmined tlie whole day. The com- 
manders; of the artiUeiy made such diU«- 
gence ia biiuging up the catmoa that 
they Wi^re platftd rbtmd the king, as waa 
usual ia such oases. The king marched 
ftiray, cm the Wedimday , with his army and 
artiUery, aud repassed several towns where- 
in he fa^ halted m bis advance to Naples, 
notwithstaodiag the attempts ot the enemy 
to prevent it. Be came at length to No- 
vara, and dieiivered the duke ot* Orieans, 
wha had beea shut up in that town^ 
with a party of his men, by the traitor 
Ludovico of Milan. Thence the king 
^■o^eed^d to Astt and to Vercellit where 
the duke of Orleans came to meet him. 
The ^kxng reived htm with much friend* 
dlip, ^nd they supped together. 

On Friday, the Sd of October in this 
year, the k>rd de Veuddme died in the 
tdWn of Vercelli. His death was much 
lai»Mted by the Jung and his nobles, for 
hi was a notable prince. Tlie follo\ving 
'¥^esAj^> the ki% had a funeral service 
pet'ff^rmed With much solemnity in the 
cMk^teMuifcb' ^dbdicMed St fiusei^ 

V 
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bius, where great grief w{» manifested^ 

by all the abhibtaiits; and aftenvaid his 
body was transported to France, to be in* 
terred among his ancestors. 

On Wednesday, the 7th of October, 
the bishop of Sion arrived at Vercelli, 
with a body of Swissy horse and ibot, and 
others from the german allies of the king, 
for his better security. The king thanked 
the bishop . for his friendship, and grandly 
feasted him and the troops he had brought* 
, The next day, ambassadors came to 
the king from Ludovico of Milan and the 
Venetians, and earnestly demanded a 
treaty, having witnessed the strength of 
the. king, and the enterprising courage of 
his troops, — when a treaty was agreed, to, 
on much better terms than they deserved* 
. - On Saturday, the lOth of Oeto-i 
her, the king heard mass in the church 
of the CordeUers in Vercelli, adjoin- 
ing his lodgings; and after his dinner^ 
he proceeded to Trino, where he halted 
until the 15th of October, when he went 
to Grescentino, and from this places by 
many days march, arrived at Grenoble, 
passing through the following towxHi 1 Sth 
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lans, Sessia*, Taring Qiiiers, Rivoli, Su7a, 
Bnan9on, Notre Dame d Embrun, Savines, 
Saint Eusebe, La Meuref, and Tauit i ear 
to Grenoble. He arrived at Grenoble 
about vespers, on the 27th of October ; and 
all ranks of people went out in procession, 
aad made another public entry for him 
on his return from the campaign of Italy. 

The king, being unwell, remained 
in Grenoble until the 3d of November, 
when he set out for Lyon, passing thi uugh 
the towns of St Rambert, where he staid 
some days, Silians, La Cote St Andr^, and 
Chatonay, — from which last place he ad- 
vanced nearer to Lyon, wheie he slept.. 

On Saturday, the 7th of Novem- 
ber, having dined at Venisseu, he pro*- 
ceeded to Lyon, whence all the churcli- 
men came out in grand procession, dretsedf 
in their robes, and bearing relics, to meet 
and welcome him on his return from 
Italy. He made a public entry into Lyon, 
as king of Jerusalem, Naples, and Sicily, 
attended by all the municipal officers, and

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pcr£>oii^ of rank jii tiiat town, handM>inely 
drct»ed. He was conducted triumphantly 
tlirougii the street^^ accompanied by the 
nobles and captains, who were looked at 
with pleasure m consequence ot the noble 
victory they had gained over such superior 
numbers. The streets and squares were 
huiig w ith tapestries : bonfires and uiysteries 
were exhibited in all the open spaces 
tluough wlilcli llie king passed, in his 
way to the archbishop's palace^ that had 
been prepared for hii lodgiiigs. Here the 
queen and the duchess of Bourbon his 
sister were wailing, witii many noble la- 
dies and damsels, impatient to receive him ; 
and indeed he was deserving of such eager- 
ness* 

The king held most sumptuous justs 
at three different places in Lj on: at La 
Grenette in iront of tlie convent of Cor- 
deliers, in the Juerie, and before the pa- 
lace : at all of them^ he was Ibremostto 
ofl'er hiuiselli and peHoiiiied many gallant 
feats with lance and sword, on horseback 
and on foot, as did several others of tlie 
french lords. In memory of these justs^ 
three stone columns were erected|~and to 
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tiiis day there exist the latin verses that 

were inscribed on them, for king Charles 
was the principal tenant of the lists. 

Prior to the expedition to Naples, the 
king had the body of the seraphic doc- 
tor, St Bonaveuture, raised with great 
pomp firom his lonib iu tlie church of 
the Cordeliers, — and the duke and duchess 
of Bourboti had his shrioe afterward covered 
with plates of silver. The king, at the same 
time, founded the conveut ot* the Cordehers 
<>f the Observance in the city of Lyon, which, 
is become a place ol' much devotion. 

When the king had staid some days in 
Lyon, he resolved to pursue his journey, 
to pay his deirotions at the abbey of 8t 
Denis, and return thence to Ainboise,~ 
which he did, as shall be hereafter re* 
lated. 

In the year 1496, the fion of the king 
of Spain died, — and the sanoe year died 
the duke of Savoy, who wfc said, by those 
lately returned from Italy, to have p(Hs4ned 
the whole country of Piedmont. 
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CHAP. VII. 

I 

THt KING OF FRANCE GOES TO ST DENIST. 
— H£ RETURNS TO AMBOISE, AND THERE 
SUDD£JNLY I>i£S, OF A FIT OF APO- 
PLEXY. 

When king Charles had made some stay 
ia Lyon» aod had witne$bed the tilts and 
tournaments that had been performed at 
Moulins, ia the Bourbonnois, he proceeded 
to the abbey of St Denis, to accomplish 
the VOW of pilgrimage he had made, and 
to ofl'er up his thanksgivings to God for 
the briUiant victories he had obtained 
over his enemies, and for the successful 
issue of his expedition to Naples. He 
went likewise to St Denis, to replace the 
blesded bodies of the holy martyrs, who 
repose there, that had been taken down 
from their niches when the king set out 
on im Italian expedition. 

It is an ancient and praiseworthy 
custom, that when the most Christian 
kings of France undertake any foreign 
cxpedkum in person^ they suf^licate th^ 
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mid and iatercessioa bf the gioiisus martyr 
St Denis, and his companions Saint Rosti- 
cus and Saiut iiiieutherus. The bhriues of 
these saints are, in consequence, taken 
down irom their niches on the king's quit- 
ting his kingdom, and deposited in a pri- 
vate part of the church. These holy 
bodies, thus deposited, caaiiot be replaced 
in their former situations until the king 
shall return to St Denis from his foreign 
expedition* whether it had been for con- 
quest or pleasure. 

King Charles, therefore, having been 
victorious tiiroughout Italy, followed the 
pious custom of tiis ancestors the kings of 
France. He made a devout pilgrimage, 
to St Denis,— and the shrines the mar- 
tyrs were, by him, replaced in their seve* 
ral niches, in the presence trf* the great 
barons of France* The king would neither 
pass nor repass through Paris on this pil- 
grimage, for reasons that moved hun so 
to do, but which I omit, to avoid prolixity. 
For this cause, when he left St Denis, be 
took his road through St Antoiue des 
Champs, thence over Le Pontnle-Chalen* 
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ton^, and through Beauce, strait to the 

castle of Aaiboij^e, v here he lound the 
queen and many lords and ladies of hifi 
noble blood. He was received there by 
the inhabitants with the utmost joy and 
honour. 

He had not been long at Ambofse 
beibre he heard of the treachery ot the 
Neapolitan 5?, and the death of the noble 
Gilbert lord of Montpensier. The re- 
maining captains, unable to support them- 
selves in Naples atiei* his loss, returned 
home as well as they could ; ibr those 
traitors of liombardy and Naples had sud- 
denly risen in rebellion, — and they could 
not possibly receive succours in time from 
France, had they attempted to hold out 
against them, from the great distance. 

King Clxaries made preparations to 
avenge himself on them for their treachery 
and infidelity, — but he had over-exerted 
himself in his late expedition. His con- 
stitution, which was naturally feeble, be^ 
came daily worse : whence it happened, 
that as he was ivalking one day in a gallery

May 
God have mercy on his soul ! 



CHAP. VIII. 

OF THE FUNEEAL SERVICES PEKFORMED 
FOR KING CHARLES VIII. OF FRANCE, 
AT AMBOISE^ PAEIS, AND ST DENIS. 

■ 

After the decease of king Charles VIII. 
whose soul may God parcbn i a very so- 
lemn funeral service was performed at 
Amboise^ in the church of St Florent* 
by the reverend cardinal the lord John 
Peraule^ assisted by many prelates, great 
lords, and other persons. There were im- 
mense numbers of tapers and torches, 
and great alms were distributed. When 
Uiis service was over, the king's heart 
was carried ior interment to the church 
of Notre Dame de Ciery, near to tliat of 
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his late . father. The body» with the 

prest^iitation of his figure over it, was 
borite in sorrowful po^i^p to the church 
of our Lad in the fields, in the suburbs 
of Paris» where it was watched aU night 
by some of his most confidential fiiends. 

On the morrow morning, a grand pro- 
cession came out of Paris, consisting of all 
the clergy^ with their crosses, the four 
orders oi mendicant firiars» th>^ members 
of the court of parliament and of the other 
courts of justice, the provosts, sheritig, 
and iiihabilaiits dresstd in mourning, to 
the church of our Lady in the Fields, — 
where were waiting the great lords, officers,, 
pages of honour, and others, to the num* 
her of more than seven thousand persons* 
clad in moumingt with hoods,— and, ac- 
cording to the usMal ceremony, conduQted 
the body to the cathedral-church of our 
iMdy m Paris. Thc^re were four hun- 
dred torches, ornanienied with escutcheons 
of three flowers de luce, .carried by 
four hundred poor men, dressed in black 
cloaks and hoods. A solemn fimeral sert* 
vice was performed in the church ol N6- 
^ Dame; after which* the bo4y .wa9 car^ 
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ried with the same ceremonies through 
Paris to the abbey of St Denis, where 
another service was soieiiiuiy performed 
-for tiie deceased, and presents of money 
given to all the assistants in making the 
ofTcrings at the mass, and great uliiib dis* 
tributed to the poor* 

When the accustomed ceremonies 
had been finished, the body of king 
Charles was interred in the sepulchre that 
,had been prepared for him ; after which 
there was a grand dinner given to all the 
assistants in honour of the late king, to 
whose soul may God graciously grant his 
pardon! Amen. 

CllAP. IX. 

OF KING LOUIS THE TWELFTH* 

On the 23d of May, in the year 1408, 
Louis duke of Orleans, ^ou to the late duke 
Charles, was consecrated king of France, 
in the . same manner as his predecessors 
had been, in the cathedral of Rheims. 
He was the twelfth who had borne the 
iiame of Louis, and the filly-fifth king 
of .France^ , 
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At this ceremony at Rheims were the 
twelve peers of France, or their substi- 
tutes. For the duke ot Burgundy appeared 
the duke of Alen^on ; for the duke of Nor- 
mandy, the duke of liorraine ; for the duke 
of Guieiine, the duke of Bourbon ; for the 
earl of Flanders, the lord de Ravenstein ; 
for the earl of Champagne, the lord An- 
gillebert of Cleves; for the earl of Toulouse, 
the lord of Foix. Almost the whole of 
the firench nobility were present at the 
ceremony, which was solemnized in the 
usual mode to that of former kings, by 
the cardinal of St Malo, archbishop oi 
Rheims. 

Immediately ailer, the king made 
knights of his order of St Michael the 
lord de Taillebourg, the lord des Pierres, 
lord de la Gruture, the lord de Cierieux. 
He created also knights to the amount of 
four score ; among whom were the lord 
de Myolans, sir Claude de Mont-POr lord 
of Chateau-neui, de Salazuit, and others^ 
too numerous to name. When these 
tbmgs were done, the king ordered prepa- 
rations for hi^ entry into Paris. 

On the Ist of July, the king was 
crowned in the church of St Denis, afler 

■ 
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the maimer of his predecessors, kine:s of 
France. On the morrow he made a tri- 
umphant entry into Paris, and supped at 
the palace. When all these solemnities 
were ended, each person withdrew tu diffe- 
rent places, as ordered by the king. The 
first who made any oppositAuii to liiiii was 
the lord de Vergy, — but the war was soon 
ended in Burgundy. 

The duke de Valentinois, said to be 
the son of pope Alexander VIL* arrived at 
Lyon on the 18th of October, and made 
his pubUc entry into that city. The king 
had given him the county ol* Valentinoisf » 
•--and he was now come to Ir ranee to con- 
clude his marriage with the daughter of 
the lord d Albret. This duke was also a 
cardinal ; but he had lell that dignity be- 
hind him, and appeared in secular clothes 
with the utmost pomp and grandeur. 

The 2d and 3d of December, the wind 
was so high at Lyon that the greatest 
alarm was caused by it ; and the custo-

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dium, in which the hosts were kept, on 
the high altar, in the church of the Cor« 
deliers, was burst open, owing to a broken 
pane iu the window, and the sacred wafers 
blown all about the church, to the great 
scandal of devout persons* It hap(>eiied 
somewhat before eight o'clock in the 
morning. 

This year, the king gave the princess 
Jane of France the duchy of Berry ; and, 
for the benefit of the realm, he espoused^ 
by a dispensation fi'om pope Alexander 
VII. the widowed queen of France, Anne . 
of Brittany,* whjch was of the greatest 
public utility. 

In the course tliis year 1499, the 
head of St Bonaventure was deposited, 
in a very rich shrine of silver, in the 
church of the Cordeliers at Lyon, — and 
a most solemn procession was made on 
the occasion by the friars of the convent. 
On the 10th of June* in this year, the

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king made his 'public entry into Lyon, 

which was very raagnificeut. The streets 
were hung with tapestries, — and many 
hue mysteries were represented in the 
squares. He was very anxious to recover 
possession of the Milanese, aiid had sent 
thither a large army, which, within fifteen 
daysy reconquered Milan, on the 4th of 
September. Duke Ludovico was in the 
town, and narrowly escaped being taken^ 
by quitting the place in disj^^uise. The 
town of Alexandria della PagUa*, having 
shown much hatred to the French, was 
plundered^ and the greater part of it de- 
stroyed. 

When the king heard of the capture 
of Milan, he lefl Lyon, giving orders to 
the lord df Bersac to destroy all the 
benches and awnings before the doors in 
that city. He made Iiis public entry 
into Milan, and regulated its government. 

On the Friday before All-souls-day, in 
this year, the bridge of Notre Dame, at 
Paris, lell down, which was a heavy loss ;

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and the king sent thither John de Doyac 

to supcniiicad the immediate construction 
of another. 

The year 1500 was a grand year of 
jubilee at Rome* celebrated by po|)e 
Alexander VIL and attended by great 
numbers. There would have been more, 
it, on the 3d of January* duke Ludovico 
Sforza h d not, in person, regained Milan, 
by tiie a'd of a considerable body of 
Germans. He won the town through the 
treason of the inhabitants* who surrendered 
th m^ elves to him ; but the 1 rench fought 
valiantly, and kept possession of the castle, 
whence thev battered the town. 

Several Frenchmen* going to the ju- 
bilee at Rome* were murdered at the inns 
on the road,— which being discovered* 
justice was done on the perpetrators by 
burning their houses, with their inhabi- 
tants* to serve for examples to all others. 
The duke ui' Milan, Ludovico Sforza, gave 
a ducat to every one who brought him the 
head of a Frenchman. The count Gayache 
and his wife now came to France; he 
was brother to the late Galeas Visconti. 

On the 19th of March in this year. 
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the queen of France made a second pub- 
lic entiy into Lyon, the streets being hung 
Mnith tapestry, and several beautiful myste* 
ries represented. About eight days atter, 
a number of prisoners of war were brought 
before the king, at Lyon, for having broken 
their oaths, at which the pubhc greatly 

murmured. 



CHAP. X- 

IHJKB LUi>OVICO SFORZA IS MADE PRI- 
SONER BEFORE NOVARA, AND CAREl£i> 
TO FRANCE. 

On Thursday before Palm-Sunday» the 

French in Italy acted with such vigour 
that duke Ijudovico fled iirom Novara 
with one hundred horse, abandoning his 
army and artillery in that town. When 
the lireuch captains approached, a burgun- 
dtan leader, called the captain of the Yo- 
tiers, came out of Novara and surrendered 
himself and men to them. The bailiff of 
Dijon went ^nto Novara to practise with 
the Swiss iix the pay of the duke of Milan 

/ 
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(about four thousand in all), who only 
asked for payment of what was due to 
them. In regard to the Lansquenets, they 
knew not how to act ; for the Swiss in 
the king s service would not show them 
any mercy, although their captains did 
all they could that matters might be 
settled without effubion of blood. 

There were in Novara twenty thou- 
sand combatants; eight thousand Lans- 
quenete, four thousand Swiss, eight hun- 
dred Burgundiaas, and the rest Liombards* 
In addition to these, a reinforcement of 
filteen hundred men were on their march 
to join them, and within a mile of Ver- 
celli, not including those in Vigeue.^ 

Shortly after, Ludovico returned and 
marched his army out of Novara, and 
encamped them near to the French ; but 
God, knowing the usurpation and wicked- 
ness of Ludovico, inspired the French 
with courage to defend themselves, when- 
attacked by him. Notwithstanding the 
duke of Milan thought himself certain 
of destroying the French, the matter ended

it was impossible; ibr tl^y ; ordered, the 
whole of :the milanese force tp pass ui^der 
the j>AkQs,.bo tliat the duke \vaj?. disqpMeredi. 
made prisoner, iand put under the gpard of 
the trench in iSovara, winch place had 
. thrown open its gates. .The lord Jelin 
Jacques* was . present at this conquest,

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for ht IkmI dwajri bectt faitbfiil tx> iisit king. 
The duke bad in his pay an astrobger or 
' necromancer, in whom he put great conil* 
deuce; but his astrology was ol no avail to 
prevent him being made prisoner. 

According to agreements entered into 
with the milaiiesc army, they were allowed 
to depart in safety with their arms and bag- 
f gage^ — ^but the duke and his artillery re- 
mained with the French. The lord-cardi- 
nal of Ambdise was then at Vercelli, and 
vowed the king mnier the protection of our 
Lady des bonnes nouvelles. 

IntelHgence of this success came to 
the king at Lyon, the vigil of Palm-Sun- 
(day, which rejoiced him exceedingly ; and 
bonfires were made in the streets^ for icy 
that the French had been vtctorioiis. 1 iti- 
mediately after, news was brought that the 
duke of Milan was a prisoner, which caused 

in Italj. He wat present at tbe battles Qf Foronuovo 
and AigiiadeUo^ and held great and faonourable etn-

At this unoxpocted 
onset, (iie cardinal cried out, * Qui "vire?* 
and was answered* ' St Mark and France!' 
The battle lasted four liours, — and the Vene- 
tian captain was severely wouudedf with 
many of his men, — but when the cardinal^ 
who was in armour* saw the fortune of the 
day was against hiui, he fled to a castle 
called Aivoli, which was immediately be« 
sieged by the Venetian, 

To make short of this matter,— the car-i 
dinal lost many of his men, and the brother 
to the marquis of Mantua was ransomed. 
With tliis Venetian eaptaia was anotlier 
called Charles des Ulsihs.' A milanese cap- 
tain, of the name of Badin, w^as made 
prisoiifer, with the abbot of Senselles, and 
four viscounts, — aqd upwards of a hundred 
thousand ducats were taken, without in- 
cluding the baggage. I'he cardinal, as- 
tonished to find himself besieged in this 
castle witliout provision or money, entreated 
theteptatn to random bim, which he refused, 

so that he surrendered himself on the sole 

• 

conditions of having his life spared, and of 
being given up to the king of I'rance, 

The ca^ilaia would have cmiied liiifi a 
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]msoner' to Veoioe^-A^^but the seneschal of 

Beaucaire, tiie lord de Montoisoo, aud die 
chief justice' of Provence^ who had gone 
thither to receive tlie cardinal, prevented it 
The Venetians also, knowing that the car- 
dinal was an enemy to the king» that he had 
been taken on the king s territories near 
Piacenza, mid wishing likewise to be on 
good terms with France, had the caidiiial. 
delivered into the hands of the before* 
named persons. 

• . The. inhabitants of Milan, on their 
duke and lus brotiier tiie cardiiial being 
nrade .prisoners, opened a negociation, for 
the surrender of their town, with tlie cardi- 
nal of Amboise, lieutenant for the king.

THE INHABFTAKTS OF MILAN ARE JBRIBEX> 

INTO SUBJECTION, 

On the 17 th of Aj)?il, . which was Good 
Friday, in this same year, the inhabitants 
of Milan, acknowledging the gyeat crimes 
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£hey had oomntitted agttinit tiie king of 

France, their dnke, mobt liuinbly besought 
the reverend lather in God the lord George 
d'Aniboise, cardinal-priest ul the apostolical 
Bte^ lieuteDatit-general for . the said kmgp 
thut he wouid be pleased (aiter having 
granted some small sums for their relief, to 
aM»ist them in paying their line, and also 
to sav e them from the pillage and destruc* 
tion which the army was ready to inflict 
on them) to come to the duke's palace in 
the city of Milan to f6ceive their submia* 
sioiis, vvliich they were determined to mak^ 
publicly in acknowledgment of their mia* 
eonduct, and to entreat the clemency of 
the king, on pay ment of such a fine as their 
means would admit of. 

This reverend cardinal acceded to theur 
request, and came to the palace called La 
C!ourt-vieil1e, whither arrived in procesrion 
&11 the nobles, burghers, tradesmen and in- 
habitants, preceded by little children dressefl 
in white linen, and bareheaded, having a 
large crucifix, and the great i)anner oi our 
. Lady^ borne before them. 

Hie lord-cardinal being seated on the 
throne prepared iov tarn in the great tXHiit 

# 
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of this palace, and surrounded by many of 
the king i counsellors and captains, mastor 
Michael Touse, doctor of laws, and town- 
advocate, ascended a rostrum that had been 
there erected, and made the following ha- 
rangue: 

' Unworthy as I am to ascend this 
rostrum, my most reverend and most il- 
lustrious lord-cardinal, I am very anxiou;* 
to have it remembered, and thus publicly 
to express the complete submisuon and de* 
Yotion my coontrymen, the people of Mi- 
lan, as well as myseliQ feel toward our 
sovereign lord and duke, tlie most Christian 
king ot France; and although I know my 
own incapacity to express their wishes, not- 
withstanding my earnest desire so to do, 
yet, as a good citizen, I could not refuse 
their requests to undertake it, — and I will 
accomplish it to the best of niy abilities. 

' Among, all the cities and towns of 
Italy, Milan, without doubt, must be con- 
iidered as the principal, when governed 
with justice by an upright lord, as all good 
and loyal citizens have desired. Since 
God the Creator, has been pleased to place 
them in the hands of th^ most Christian 
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king, their lepitimate lord, they cannot wish 
ior a better nor a more powerful pruice; 
their duty is to j>ersevere in tlic fidelity and 
loyalty ivhich they have sworn to him when 
he received ihein with buch Ik nignity and 
humanity. It may be said, that he had 
reintogrutcd the cili/ens to their country, 
and their country to the founder; for the 
French had Ibundcd and built the city of 
Milan, — and the country, to this day, re** 
buns the name of Gallia Cisalpina. But, 
alas! we have sadly displayed the instabili- 
ty of our teinpe;\s, aiid committed the 
crimes of treason and rebrllion without Jiny 
reason ibr 30 doing; for neither the king 
our lord nor the deputies he sent to gov i i ii 
us, have done any things that ought to have 
displeajscd us, or make us discontented. 
Id regard to our lord himself, we have al- 
ways found him full ol humanity, allection, 
and clemency; and in regard to the lord 
de Lusou, who hud . been ap|)ointed our 
<;hief justice, we cannot accuse him of any 
improper acts, — lor he ever received , us 
kindly, and heard our complaints attentive* 
ly, doing jubtice to all parties, Uke as ^ 
good father would to his children, , , 
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* In like manner, the lord Jean 
Jacques, who has ruled us without distinc- 
tion of persons, or the smaliest partiality, ' 
punishing rather his own peop(c than ours, 
just as those excellent Romans, Brutus 
and Torquatus, put to death their children 
tor the good of their country. He also 
has afforded us all necessary support. The 
lord-bishop of Como and others of the 
family oH I'rivulce have acted in a similar 
kind manner to us. We feel the more 
< beholden to the lord Jean Jacques, because 
knowing, as he did, the wicked inten- 
tions of many of the chief exciters to the 
late rebellion, he attempted to gain them 
6ver from their intentions by gratuities and 
honours, rather than dip his hands in tiie 
blood of his countrjonen. He preferired 
also retiring into the castle to destroying the 
town by fi|e and swcrd, as perhaps strict 
duty would have iorced him to, — ^and from 
thence he departed, to return with so much 
the greater glory. The preservation of the 
town from ruin is solely owing to his pru- 
dent conduct: a superior victory to any 
achieved by arms, seeing that Ludovico 
^ibrza abd almost all th^Hcing's enemies aro 
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prisoners. The caidiaal Ascaniui 

and others attached to his party were» by 
God's mercitul providence, induced to leave 
the town^ ivhen they might otherwise have 
injured it by obstinately holding out against 
the troops of our legitimate lord. The in^ 
habitants, theielbre, arc greatly indebted 
to God and the king, who has kindly ov0r- 
loolied their iauits, and not pmiished them 
according to their deserts. 

^ To check the fury of his, victorioqa 
amy, the king has been pleased to send 
you, my lord cardinal, hither, with (ull 
powers to act according to your discretion; 
and this you have done .with such prudepce 
tliat you have saved the town to the king, 

~ibr which we, ^ our^ children, and our wc^ 
oessors, bhall be ever beholden to you. 

< We also thank my aforesaid lord the 
bishpp pf Como for his good r^oumiend^- 
tions us to you, and for the means be 
has taken for the (preservation of his (x>untry* 

* Since, most reverend father in God, 
y4;>u have been pleased, out of your bounty 
and clemency, following tlie kind will of 
pur loid the king, to grant to iis» the in* 
babksi^ ^f Milsn^ this public ,»u4jienc^ 
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they have commissioned me to m$k^ 
kk their iiame» the foUowiog requests. 

. * In the first place, that it may be 
your good pleasure, when you shidl return 
to the king, to recommend us most hum* 
bly to bis good graces, — and to assure his 
majesty that the people of Milan will never 
again rise in rebellion to his power and 
authohly. They somewhat resemble St 
Peter, who, having denied God the Re- 
dee»ef. had afterwards such grief for hb 
sin that he was more ardent uud d^tarw 
mined in his service thaii ever, continually 
Mipplicating mercy for his crime. In hke 
manner, most reverend father in God, and 
in the name of the king our lord, do I, on 
my bended knees, for myself, the nobles, 
burghers, and the inhabitants of Milan, be- 
seech you to pardon the rebellion perpe- 
trated by us, which was contrary to the 
tisual custom of the Milanese, celebrated 
Iw their fidelity and loyalty. 

' Secondly, most reverend father, ia 
respect to the expenses the king our lord 
has been put to in counterniaiuling the 
fnapi weak hither to punish us for our ill 
induct, we have promised to pay the sum 
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ef three hundred thousand crowns r fifty 
thousand on the l^h df this thonth, fifty 
thousand on the 1st day of May, and the 
yem^hing two hundred thousand at his 
pleasure. We beseech you to intercede 
for us to his majesty, that he would he gra- 
ciousty inclined to remit payment of the 
balance of the two hundred thousand 
crowns, — ibr it will be imposable to raise 
so large a sum without totally ruiiiiug the 
town* Its whole wealth consists ' in meii' 
ChanUize, and iu cloths of silk and wooUexi, 
~and should so large a sum foe withdrawn 
from trade, all these works must stop, .to 
the utter ruin"' 'of the rity and duchy of 
Milan, which depends so much upon it.

Ris, doctor of civil and canon law, and 
conmeUor to the king in his court of par* 
liament of Burgundy, and in the senate of 
Milan, to make a refrfy, which he did in 
manner following.

were collected in the streets to see him pass. 
The king was then in Lyon, 

The 12th of May, the marriage of the 
linrd de la Roche, a baron of Brittany, was 
announced in Lyon, with the princess of 
Tarente, daugliter to don Frederic of Na* 
pies. On this occu:>ion were many justs. 
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iimd otheiv ewtertaiamentSb ajt whkh were 

present the queen, her ladies; and damsels, 
—and the infe d count GaleaiKZQ Wds with 
the queen ;' but the marriage did not tak^ 
plwe until tfafe 18th of May, -at the t^hurch

naments < again were exhibited on the 
Grenette, and gave great 8ati^^actlon^^ 

The lord Ladovico was, bsr orders 
from the king and council transterred irom 
the ca. tie of Pierre-en-Cise, on the 14th 

of May# to the castle of Loches» near 
Bourses. On the 24th of the same nioiith, 
the Kurd de liguy teturtied tiro^ Lotnbardy 
to Lyon, when the king sent out a large 
party to meet and welcome him. 

The cardiaal Ascamus Stbrza was on 
l^e 17 th of June, the vigil of Gorpu»- 
ChFi$ti-day, brought pri^wier to Lyon, and 
confined, where his brother had before been,

About the end of July, pope Alexander 
VII. was struck by lightnings at Rome, an4

tended in person, and granted a iuU libso- 
lution to all who assisted. This happened, 
Ito said, on the vigil, or on the day prie* 
ceding it, of the least of St Peter. The 
.sanle day the king and queen of France

^pected there. 

Oti flt Anne's day, the 26th of July, 
the king of Yvetot^ died at Lyon : he was

top of the wall. 

; This year, the Swiss made war on the 
king's territories,— on which account his 
Swibb-guards returned home, but the war 
was soon put an end to« — ^About St Simon 
and St Jude s day, M. de Bordeaux, arch- 
bishop of Lyon, died, and was succeeded \sf 
Francois de Bohani son to the marshal de. 
Gi^'^ 

The king of France, about this pe« 
riod, sent ^ doctor of divinity fi-om Paris 
to jUa Vaupute*! to convert the inhabi- 
tants from some fantastical opinions th^ 
had imbibed,^ but he foiled of success.

In the year 1501, the bishop of Anii- 
enst a native of Burgundy, died at a place , 
called Arbois*, and w as succeeded by the 
bishop of Nevers. 

A jubilee took place, this year, in 
France, for the support of a war against the 
Turks, — and a tenth was raised, from all 
benefices, for the same purpose. — The arch* 
duke Philip and hi^ consort came, in the 
course of the year, to Paris, and declared 
themselves iiriends to the king. They went 
thence into Spain, where the archduchess

CHAP- XIIL 

THE KING OF FEANCE SENDS TROOPS TO 

RECONaUER NAPLES, WHICH IN A SHORT 
TiM£ IS WON, — AND FREDERICK, STY* 
LING HIMSELF IsLiNG THEREOF, Q0M£S 
to FRANCE. 

The king was very anxious to recover his 
dpniinious in Naples, and, for this purpose 
sent thither a cpnsiderable fprce by sea. and 
land. Tlie king's heutenant-generaly the 
lord d*Aubigqy, wa» so diligent, on hi» ar- 
rival, that he soon won the tow of jiafrfsi*' 
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Fwderick. calling Umself kin- of Napit* 
was theu iu the town ; for. alter th^ de- 
cease of the duke of Calabria, he daimed 
it as his .uheritance. Seeing all r«iitance 
ymn, he consented to meet the king ot 
imnce, to make arrangements respecUng 
his claim ; for he was unwilling to remain 
the kmgs enemy, seeing that it wa. imp«. 

6ible for him to resist. Some ot h.s clul- 
dren, however, were carried away secretly 

to the king of Spain. 

The king of France received the news 
of the capture of Naples, and of f rederick, 
the 8th of August, when at Lyon, where 
great rejoicings, with bonfires, and solemn 
processions, were made on the occasion, 
to render thaiiks to the God of aU vie 

tories. , , . o ^^.^ 

On the feast of our Lady, m Septem- 

ber of this year, the convent ot the Celes- 

tins at Lyon took fire, and nearly the whole 

of it was destroyed. The lire began m the 

chunney ; but the convent was soon atter- 

vards rebuilt, handsomer than beiore^ li'^ 

same day. friar John Tisserant. an Obser- 
vantine. of whom meiition has been before 

roid«»died. On AU-aouls-day.donJjwde. 
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TIC arrivied at Lyon» from Naples^, and 

was conducted iurtlier into France. 



CHAP. XIV. 

THE CARDINAL OF AMBOISE MAKES HIS 
PUBUC ENTEY INTO LYON, AS LEGATE 

TO FRAMCE. 

■ 

Sunday, the 7th of October, the lord- 
cardinal of Amboise made his public en* 
try into Lyon, having been appointed le* 
gate ^ from the holy see to France. 
His entry was very sumptuous and hand- 
some : the streete hung with rich tapes- 
tries, and several allegorical mysteries re- 
presented in those streets he passed 
through. The populac>e were greatly re- 
joiced at his arrival, as he ha.d established 
a peace among the Christian princes, 
which was proclaimed at Lyon on Satur- 
clay p^ceding Christmas, when • bonfires 
were made in all the squares.

CHAP. XV. 

TUB • FR£NCH, AFI^^E THE CAPTURE Of 
NAPLES, MAKE WAR ON THE TUBES. 

The year 1502 was the jubilee for a 
croisade against the Turks. It was, as 
said, celebrated throughout Christendom 

to excite every prince to take up arms on 

the occasion. , But there were divisions 

among them ; and all iaiied in their en- 

* ' * • 

gagements excepting the king of France^ 

who showed himself deserving of his title 

of most Christian king. 

After the conquest of Naples, he 

ordered his troops to make war on the 

Turks by sea and land, — ^for they, having' 

declared war against the Venetians, had 

landed troops near to Venice. The french 

a^my were eager to advance to the con- 

IImi emperor Muimilian, ftnd widow 'to ■Jditi 

f«rd»iiiui4 tbeomhoUc kuig of Spain. 
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quest of Constantinople, under the com- 
mand of the tord Philif^ of Rasrepstein ;* and 
they had uodeitaken the siege of the towu' 
of Metelino, under a promise of pay, and 
of being victualled, made by the Venetians . 
to the king of France. They failed in the 
last article, for the trench army was five 
days without provision ; and what was 
worse, the Venetians allowed the Turks 
to march through part of their territoriesj^ 
who fell on the French, killed numbers, 
and made tl^irty-two prispi^ers, — for whose 
release the pope issued bis pardons to ob-j 
tain the necessary sum?, p is specified iiji^ 
the bull. By these means, the freneh army 
was ruined ; but had the promises made to 
tKe Fraich been- kept, they would soon 
have conquered the gceater par^ 9f Tui^- 
key. 

Good-Friday, this year, filing on the 
feast of om- Lady in March, pardpnih 
Y^re fully granted at the church of our

multitudes' attiended ths^t a melancholy ac- 
cident happened, by the falling down of

between the king of Hungary and Anne 

of Caudate, daughter to the lord of Can- 
Sethe of the house of Foix. She sdodi ^tftbr 
made her public entry into Lyon, where 
seveml splendid mysteri^ were rept^esented; 
and thence continued her route to Hungary, 
where the marriage was consumtYmt^/ and 
they had a fine iamily ot children. ' 

About a fortnight before '9t George's 
^day, the prince <^ Orange died, and was 
succeeded by his iuUiat son. • ' ■ 

Not long 'after this,- tlie king 'of 
Francfe went to Lombardy, and made his 
pttbttc entry into Genoa* the ^mhabitantaf 
having placed themselves under his do- 
mihioQ. The town made him many rich 
gifts, — and having staid there some time, 
he retm<ned to France in Septembclr. Abont 
this period, &en6 bastard of Savoy was 
driven out of that country, and took re«^ 
luge with the king of France, to the great 
displeasure of the duke and duchess of 
Sav<yf ; for B6n^ had revealed divers ma- 
chinations that were going forward to the 
prejudice of the crown of France. Shortly, 
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niiit T^as joitituted agia^a^ the ducbesst 

to recover some places which the duke 
had given her, that belonged to by 
purchase. ' . ; 

While the king was in Daupbiny» 
the: di/ke and ducliess of Savoy visited 
tlie queen at Lyon, but made no public 
entry : they &taid only, ibur or six : . days^ 
aiid v\ ciit back Lu Savoy a liltle before the 
king's 'Tetum. 

Shortly afterward, the general of the 
qider of ooTdelier friars came to France, 
to estabhsh a reibrui^ and to make theiQt 
follow the regulations of the Observantines, 
"^for tlie kipg, would liave it^so, as he 
kniEw them to be too worldly inclined, and 
^at it was better to have ten good 
UiQiiks than two thousand vicious ones. 

On th^ vigil of St Martin's day, the 
wife of don Frederic arrived^ in, France^ 
with some of her children and attendants. 

Ii^ the year 1503, the picture of our 
liady of the Cloibtcr, which had been in 
the cloister of the cordeUers at Lyon was 
r^fuoye^ into the church, and placed in the 
chapel of St Francis. This painting was so. 
large that the wall was broken down to ad* 

m 
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mit it into the chapeL where it now is 

most riclily decorated. 

About the beginning of Lent, the 
king's palace at Dijon was burnt down^ 
by the firing a culveria up the chimney 
to clean it; the king soon afterwards re- 
built it with greater magmficence. 

The Slst of April, when the king was 
at Lyon, he made a general abolition of 
a variety of tolls and imposts that had 
exbted for a hundred years, without any 
legal sanction, — ^with orders not to re-es- . 
tablish them, under severe penalties. This ' 
was contained in letters patent he granted 
to the merchants who trafficked on the 
Rhone nnd Saone, and other navigable 
rivers felling into them, from the town of 
Pontarlier, above Auxonne, to the sea, — 
and also to those who trafficked by Idnd 
through France, the M^connois, Lyonnois, 
Languedoc, and Dauphiny. By these let- 
ters, fdl obstructions to the navigation, such 
as wears, milldams, and the like, were or- 
dered to be instantly removed, excepting 
such as may have been particularly erected 
by the king.

CHAP. XVI. 

THE ARCHDUKE MAKE0 HIS ENTRY INTQ 

LYON. — ANOT^mK HEliJiTlC. 

1 UK archduke Phili]) made his public 

entry into Lyon tlu^ 2«^d of March, and 
it was very handsome, lie came froni 
Spain; but befpre he entered the kings 

U rntoncs, lig deuiaijt^ed that live or six of 

the princes of the blood should be sent to 

his country, as hostages for his saiety du- 
ring his stay in France, This was donet 
for the king iiad no evil int^intians ; but 

the urehduke had made the above demand 
imaginiog that h^ might be . somewhat 
iiicliiu d to be suspicious of iiiui. 

Tlie populace we$:e r^piced at hk 
comjiig, hec^ujic he wai* cliarged U> in^^ 
p^ace between the kings ot* t'rapce and 
bpc^iu, whicli he did ; and it wgs pirociiiiuijnj^di 
while the king, queen, and their court waof 
at Lyon» on the 4th o( Apr^. Tii^.peacc^ 
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iftduiied, beside the kAQgs of France wd 

Spai0« the arcliduke, the king of the 
Roiiians and their allies. 

The arciiclukc ou kaviug on, weut 
t^Bourg en Bresse in Savoy, where he 
net the doke^ and his sister dudieas 
of Savov. 

About the 13th of A|Nril» the lard John 
de Horne, bisliop of Liege, waited on 
tbe king at Lyon» on account of a quar^ 
rel that had taken place between liim and 
the lord de la Marche, which they had mu» 
tually referred for the king s decisioni and 
he made peaoe between them. 

. The. archduke had not been .long at 
£durg en firess^. before it was knowb 
tkaJi the king of Spain had landed a large 
army at Naples, and had instantly attack*' 
ed the i?'reach unexpectedly, — ibr they un^ 
derstood that they were at peace with 
SpMi. Notwithstanding this, a severe eon-^ 
flict tooji place, — and the duke of Ne* 
nours was kitted tareacfaeroiisly . ,The 
• Spaniards conquered the town of Naples, 
. in' contradictioiri to the oatii theit king had 
so laitely made to observe tlie peace. It 
was said that pope Aleiraoder. Yih had . 

6 ^ 
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supplied the SpatiiardB with pro^isioiK 
The lord d'Aubifjny retired into Calabria 
With a iew ot hid men ; but had the l* rench 
been supported, tlicy \voijld have prevented 
the Spaniards sucoeediog in their enter* 
prise. It was likcM ibe reported, that some 
of the French had joined the Spaniards^ 
having an understanding with tlie king of 
Spain,~but this perhaps was discovered 
afterwards. The lord de la Triraouille was, 
in consequence, sent to Naples as lieute- 
nant-general for tiie king; but he was 
seized with so grievous a malady on his 
road, he was forced to return to France. 

In this yean an extraordinary event 
happened at Tans. A young sdiolar, 
i went) -two years old, a native of Abbe- 
ville, whose parents were oi worth, and 
much respected, went on the Icubl ol St 
Louis, to the holy chapel in die palace, 
while mass was cekbiaiiiifi; at an altar 
on the right hand. When the priest was 
about to consecrate tlie host, this scholar 
snatehed it out of his hands, and ran 
away with it into the court fronting tlie 
exchequer-chamber. Perceiving that he 
was pursued^ he tore the wafer uito pieces, 
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And flung them on the paTetnent When 

taken, he was coiiihied in the prison of 
the Conciergerie, — b»t no exhortatiom 
could make Inui repeat Upon this his 
parents were sent for, who were miidi 
grieved at his conduct, more especially for 
his obstinacy and malice, — and the mother 
died in Paris of grief. 

The fatlier rcuoiuiced his son for a 
heretic, and wanted to put him to death 
with his own hands. When brought be- 
fore the court of parliament, he was asked 
of what religion he was ; and replied. Of 
the religion of nature. It was ssdd that 
he had irequented the company of some 
scholars from Spain, who had fled. A ge- 
neral procession was^ made to the holy 
chapel, to offer up prayers to God that 
the scholar might be converted, — and a 
sermon A\ as preached, while he was pre- 
sent, by an eminent doctor. The court of 
parliament linding him obstinate, con- 
' demned him to be dragged hrom prison to 
the place where he had thrown down the 
host ; then to be put into a tumbril, and 
have his wrist cut oft', and carried to the 
pig-market to be burnt. He was accom'- 
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panied all the • time by three doctors, who 
earnestly exhorted him to repent, — namely^ 
jnaster John Standuii, a Cordelier, and a 
Jacobin : the first never left him until dead, 
notwithstanding he continued in his obbti- 
aacy to the last. 

!Prom the time this impiety had been 
committed, a canopy of cloth of gold was 
supported over tlie spot where the host had 
fallen, with two burning tapers beside it. 
The pavement was taken up, and carried 
to the holy chapel, with such paiU oi the 
wafer as could be found, to be preserved as 
relics, aiid the place re paved. 

Toirard the end of August, in this 
year, pope Alexander VII. died. The. 
king waa then at M&con, and imnoediately 
ordered t^e cardinal of Amboise, the car* 
dinal Asoanius Sforza, then a prisoner in 
France, the cardinal of St George with, 
other cardinals, to repair to Bome, for the 
election of a pope» 

About nine or ten o'clock of the Mon- 
day^ before Michaehnas-day, the whole 
arch of the bridge over the Rlione at Lyon 
fell down. 

The cardinal of Sieima, nephew to 
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pope Pius 11. was elected pope, and took 
the name of Pius but did not live 
more than eight or ten days after his eX'* 
aluition. During that short S[3ace, he had 
already shown how very much he *was in- 
disposed against the French. He was the 
hundred and sixth pope. 

On VV ednesday preceding St Luke's 
diiy» the lord Petet of Bourbon died, while 
the king was at Macou : he was much be- 
wailed, for he had ever been true dnd loyal 
to the crown of Jt ranee, and was au able 
counsellor. 

The 19th of October, died pope Pius 
III. at Rome, who, as I have said, did 
not outlive his election more tban eight tist 
ten days, — and the cardinals made another 
election. 

The French at Naples slew vety many 
iSpaAiards, — and had they been fyfoperly 
supported, they would have driven them 
thence, for the lord d'Aubigny 6vinccd 
much valour and prudence.

^ THE CARDINAL OF ST PIETRO AI> VINCULA 

ELECTED POPE, 

The cardinal of St Pietro ad vincula^ , 
legate of Avignon, and by name Francis 
de Savona*, was elected the hundred and 
seventh pope of Bome^ and took the name 
of Julius II. He was nephew , to the late 
pope, SIxtus IV. and had accompauied king 
Charles of France at the conquest of Na- 
ples, After his election, he made his ne- 
phew cardinal of St Pietro ad vineulat and 
l^ate of Avignon. ' / . 

The french army before Sauls^f , in 
the county of Koussillon, was. bad]y con- 
ducted by some in whom the king had 
great confidence; tor it was so .well 
equipped, wonders were expected from it, 

l!he conmianders might liave taken the

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castle and the garrison, on allowing their 
captains to marcii away in aaiety; but 
alUiougti many were for it, the majority 
were against them. The castle was mined 
to its very foundations, and the army as 
so strongly encamped it could not be hurt; 
but the king of Sj^ain, by dint oi uioiioy, 
as it was known afterwards, blinded the 
eyes, of the coaimauders, to tlie astoni^iA- 
ment and vexation of all loval Fraichmen 
when it was discovered. 

The commander in chief, the marshal 
de Rieux, a Breton, marched away to Nar- 
bonne, to the great discontent of the French, 
as the cao^) was left witliout a leader. 
Every one behaved with the utmost cou- 
rage, and raised the siege, carrying oH* the 
artillery aud baggage without loss in their 
retreat Howey^, had qU behaved as they 
ouglU. to have dune, contbrmable to their 
engagements witb the- king, in a short time 
they would have made great advances into 
the enemy's country, considering the fine 
army ot the i rench. 

The lord de la Roche-pot was killed, 
when before Saulse, by a cannon shot; it 
was a great loss, fur he was a good and 
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vidiaxit knighty and the king ahd whole 
court were much grieved at it— ^The fte&di 
army in Naples not oidy kept its^gi^ndy 
but even made some conquests. 

On Christmas-eve, in this year, the lord 
Louis of Luxembourg, lord of Ligiiy, died, 
about twelve o'clock at night at Lyon, and 
was very much regretted by the king and 
all who knew him, for he was univcKrsaUy 

beloved. 

The Sd day of July, in this yeai*, died 
Pierre cardinal of Aubusson^, grand master 
of Rhodes, which he had governed for 
twenty-seven years: during the early part 
of which, Rhodes was attacked by the 
Turks with an immense army: but he and 
his knights made so gallant a defence, he' 
was victorious, and the Turks' left upwards 
ot forty thousand dead: the rest saved 
themselves by flight, to the great visxfttioil' 
of all Turkey, ia spites of their cne$f 
* Mahoun, avenge us!' 

* Anbussoii. He was grand prior of Aattfrgn^ 

and descended from the ancient viscounts of la 
Marche. Pope Innocent sent him the cardinal's bait» 
for having delivered up to his guard Zimim brother to 
Bqaset 
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The sultan, finding this army defeated, 
uttered a horrid cry, to the alarm of his 

attendants, and swore to march auolher to 

Rhodes, and haye ample revenge; but while 

he was employed in making preparations, 
he died. The grand master of Rhodes de- 
tained tlic next heir to the sultan a pnboiar 
for thirteen years, contrary to the will of 
many, and then delivered him up to the 
pope, who, in retom, sent him a cardinal^s 
hat. He had those fortifications repaired 
that had been damaged by thcr Tories, and 
then converted the Jews in the island to 
Christianity. He formed alliances with all 

the princes in Christendom, and did an in- 

finite deal of good. He was succeeded by 
Emeri d'Amboise^ brother to the cardinal 
of Amboise, legate to France, who mstaatr 
ly left France for Rhodes, to oppose the 
Turks, who were continually carrying on a 
vmfm BgsaJiisit the Christians.

CHAP. XVIII. 

THE SOPUI OF PERSIA MAKES WAA ON THE 
TURK USbON CASSAN*. 

j[' iiE grand master of Rhodes received on 
the 7tk of December, ia the year 1502f 
intelligence from Armenia and Persia, that 
one called Sophi Christian, or Red B^Hiet 
of Armenia, had assembled an army of 
forty thousaiid men, to enable him to re* 
Tenge the death of his father hy Usson 
Cassan^ a Turk, and to recover all the So- 
pfaiae^ who had been sent prisoners to Tur-

the chapter, Sclpah Itmael S^ht I., &c the restorer 
of the sect of Ali, in Persia, when oijy 14 years old, 
assembles a large army of Aiides, conquers Tauris 
from Aivand IV. successor of Uzun Casaan, and 
obliges him to fly to Diarbeker, where he di^sta 1502. 
Schah Tsmael gains Bagdad in 1510, putting to flight 
Idorad fieg, son to Aivand, and in the following year 
conquers Khoristan, Ice. In the year 1514, Sclim I. 
emperor of the Turks gives him battle and defeats him 
on the plains of Chald^ron, and takes the town of 
Tauris. Sophi dies aged 3b, &c. 

f 
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key. Having^ considered the iniquity of 

the grand Turk, and his infamous conduct 
to these Sophines, he set out from his coun- 
try, called Adauil, twelve days, journey 
from 'fauris, aocompanied by only one 
hundred warriors^ and arrived near to Ar- 
zian*, a town of Usson Cas^n, whose 
friendship and alliance hef besought on ac- 
count ot his mother, sister to Usson Cassaii, 
pretending that he was waiting the arrival 
of his attendants. But he disguised his 
feelings of injury from the grand Turk, who 
detained his' Sophines in abject vassalage: 
however, within a fortnight, he was joined 
by about sixteen thousuiid men, with whom 
he entered Arzian by force, and put to death 
all the inhabitants, both great and small. 

Among other acts worthy of remem* 
brance, in all the mosques, or temples, of 
the Turks, he had the horses and camels 
tied up as in a stable, to show hiis contempt 
for them, and had them afterwards razed to 
the ground. There had been a temple of 
the Christians wliieh the Turks had de- 
stroyed ; but Sophi had it immediately re-'

built, and banickomely restored. Hie army 
of Sofhi continually increasing, he advanced 
into the province of Firnamr ivhich belong-* 
ed also to Usson Cassan. Usson Cassaa 
perceiving that Sof^i was subjugating his 
country, and the whole ol the Turks in tins 
province, amounting to more than fifty 
thousand, assembled his army, and ofiered 
battle to Sophi, who defeated him com* 
pleteiy^ and made huu prisoner. He eor 
tered victoriously the town of Sarda, where 
he staid three months, and thenoe advanced 
to Tharabe,. a town of Usson Cassan, which 
instantly surrendered. 

As he approached the coimtry of 
dultanid, he was met by the cUMbren of 
Usson Cassan, with an army of twenty-* 
five tiKiusand mm. Sophi gave them bat- 
tle, and deieated them. One of the chil- 
dren was killed in the combat: the others 
were taken priseiaers, anid put toa disgrace^ 
ful death by cutting them in pieces. Not 
one of their army was pennitted to live. 

The city ot Tauris, seeing the great 
power of Sophi, and that he had destroyed 
their prince and his children, surrendered 
to him without any defence, — and he re- 
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maiaed there with his army some Ume. 
The citizens of Tauris^ observing the i^reat 
prudence and wii^lom of Sophi, put hnn m 
pobsesbioii of all the treasures of Usson 
Caasan. He thence departed to a large 
town called Lingia, three days j4>iii aey from 
Taurifi, sgid to another.called Fas&y» the last 
town of Usson Cassan.

Spphi# finding that he had now oqoh 
quered and subn^tted to his obedience jlhe 
whole of the dominions of Usaon Casswfi, 
tmii e^bhshed order every wheie,.return^ 
to Tauris, the capital of the couiitry. 
was continually followed by his mother^ 
with a numerous attendance of slaves, for 
he was much beloved by her; and after a 
short btay at Tauris, she sent auibcissadoi^ 
to the grand Turk, to remonstrate with him 
on ills shameiui conduct to tlie Suplunes, — • 
ordering him to set them at liberty, and 
also to put on the red bonnet, after the 
manner of the Sophines, otherwise she 
would make him feel the power of her son. 

The grand Turk detahied tlie ambas- 
sadors in Constantinople, for he suspected 
that Sophi wuuid invade his country of 
Natolia; and inconsequence, he assembled 
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ft large army near to the town of Angora*, 

and commanded all in Peraf to hold them- 
' selves in readiness to bear arms against 
Sophi Christian or Red Bonnet. They 
were, however, refractory, and refiised to 
obey, showing more willingness to sur* 
render themselves to Sophi. The Arme- 
nians say, that Sophi does not esteem the 
grand Turk a button, — for he has an army 
of ninety thousand men, well armed, %vith^ 
out including his own countrymen from 
Armenia, who daily follow him. AH this 
information was brought to the king of 
Fmhce, when h^ was at Morestel in Dau- 
I^uy, in the year 1503;

▲ GREAT MORTALITY FROM THE UN WHOLE^ . 

SOMENESS OF TfU-: SEASON. — OF THE 
DEATHS OF MAMY PERSONS OF NOTE. 

In the course of the year 150A, a truce 

was concluded between the kings of France 
and bpain, touchmg the county of Rouasit* 

loa: nevertheless, the Spaniards that had 

been garrisoned in Saulse embarked secretly 

for Naples. 1 1 v^ ^s said, that the king of 
Spam had bribed smne of the Frendi (of 
which they were afterwards accused), and 
by thilB meatis he had conquered Nafrfes. 

The lord of Aubigny and the lord of 
Alegre, die principal leaders of the frendi 
army, wei*e made prisoners ; and gre^t num« 
bers of their men perished, more from want 
of food tlian in battle, for there was no 
great effusion of blood. Tlie lieutenant of 
the lord of ligny maintained his post in the 
territories of that lord's deceased wife,-^ 
and the French, notwithstanding the Spanish 
force, made several good {prisoners. 
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were exchanged lor the lortiU of Aubigaj 
and of Alegre.

The. monks of Notr^ d^me de TZslet ^

five leagues distant ; and the inhabitants

In short, every body appeared to mitera^ 
blf% the hurdtiit hearts muni liuvc wept on 
beholding thb great desolation ot* the peo- 
ple, and iiuvc quitted all amuiements to as- 
sist them« 

In the moutti of iSc|iU:mber, there ap-* 
pi^ared in the river Saone, above Lyon, a 
prodigious quantity oi small eels^ oi' the size 
<il* a nmih hltlc finger, ljut no one dared 
to eat of them. Great sickness now pre- 
vailed; and oa the 19lh of September 
Philibert duke of Savoy died at Pont 
d'Aiu* not vvitliout suHpicions of poison. 
He was succeeded by his next brother : the 
other was bishop ol Gcik va. 

In the year 1605 died the lady Jane 
ducheHs of Berry^ and wan interred in a 
chap( 1, within the castle of Bourses she 
* had Ibunded and endowed. Irom St 
John's day of last year until that feast in 
this, the season was most sickly, and every 
thing very dear. Wheat sold at Lyon lioin

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and from the scarcity in the country vast 

numbers came ii oai the villages to Lyon to 
seek charity. Some left their houses empty, 
others their wives and children, aod the wo- 
men their husbands and chiiciren. Great 
part of them, died, although every person 
who had wherew i^thal gave them food; 
Ibr alms were as abundantly bestowed in 
Lyon as in any city of size. 

A pestilential disorder now raged, 
which carried off immense numbers io the 
hospital, both rich and poor ; and this pes- 
tilence seemed to be lelt every where^ 
for, in the mountains oi Savoy, several 
died of it» and of hunger, so that many &rnm 
were this year uncultivated. 

During Lent, the king of France had 
the bones of his late lather, Charles duke 
of Orleans, removed from Blois to Parisr 
aod interred in the chapel of the. Celes- 
tins at Paris, which the dukes of Orleans 
had founded. Every kind pf honour was 
paid to them . during their removal, and at 
their re-inteftnentf — ^and it was a m^gnifi* 
cent spectacle. 

About this time, the king was taken 
with so 3ehous an illness it was thou^it he 
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mtiit die. Hii nobles and eouitim vrem 
much grieved ; nmuy oC Uutm made di- 
vers vowg kxid pilgrimages ; and processions 
were ordered throughout the realm> to o& 
fer up prayers to Jl^us Christ for the 
king's recovoty, which was granted. U hil« 
he lay speechless, he had a visionj which 
ht related ; and it was 96 marvellous thai I 
firmly beUeve it to be more a niimclo thQ.n 
My (hinp: else. A short time after his re« 
covery, tiie king solicited the pupe to grant 
a jubilee for his kingdom of France, and 
other parts under his dominion, without 
any expenses. On the 26th ol Juue^ the 
feast oi 8fe P^ter and 8t Faul» a great pro- 
cession took place, in which the host waa 
earned aft on Corpus-Christi«*day, wImi the 
king, knowing how eornesUy luhj/eoplt haE 
ffAjM lor the restomtibn ot* his health, 
wouid not show himself ungrateiul, but, 
to nftward them/ solitiMd of tba po|i!e Ibr 
thisiree jubilee. 

In this year, don Frederick t)( Na^ 
pies di^, to whom the king bad behaved 
with the utmost liberality touching bis 
elatmft on Naples. 

In the year 1506, died, IsabeUa^^ueen 
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V ^join, who, duriiig the wdtA tbf Gra- 
unfair had shotm graatvalour wd ^t^itod^ 
Jlie king of Spaia wfts afterwards uiarried 
to the siiter of the ioid ^ Foix> thirMgh 
the inter^rence of the king of Flunce, 
^^ho, in coMideration of the matoht nMuie 
some agreements with the king of dpaiia 
Bpecting Roussitlofi and Naples. 

A war now took pkioe between the 

duke of Savoy and the Valoisiens, but it 
was soon made an end of — In the month 
lof July, a general chapter of the Cordeliers 
was held at Rome^ which had iubt h^h 
done since the death of their lound€?r St 
Francis. Itwa^ caii^ed^ as ^id, by Chfe 
reiormation of the Cordeliers in France,

This took place in the month 
of October. The French, stationed on 
the side toward Modena, behaved very 
gallantly, and won CasteHranco, which was 
plundered because the garrison would nol 
surreiider. The poj^e's army gained ano- 
ther €ais(tl6,*^and both armies showed so 



much courage, the Boiognese were arto^ 
nished and frightened : they found them- 
selves closely besieged, and that it would 
be impossible lor them to resist the pope 
and the king of France, l^inding titmt 
tuation desperate, they surrendered them*' 
sdves to the pope, having driven sir Jolni 
de Bentivogho out of Bologna, who, as I 
have before said, held the town hy foim^ 
idthough it lawfully belonged to the 
pope. 

The pope (^ered up tbanksgivings to 
God the Creator for his success^ and 
ckamted Mgfa mem most €leveutly,oa All-' 
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souls-Uay, ia the church of St Petronilla in 
Bologna.

About this time, there resided a young 
lady m * the Milanese, who had been taught 
the rudiments of grammar at seven years 
of age, and was so earnest in her studies 
that, at iburteen, sh^ was eloquent to a 
d^gintp i that astonished all who heard 
her. 

She was descended from the noble ia* 

mily of the Trivulce^. Her father, called 
John> was an able knight and good scho- 
lar, as w^e all of hfs iamily*. Iler mo- 
ther's name was Angela, a noble lady o( 
the race of the Martinengois. In praise 
of this young lady, tlie verse of Probpcr 
may be well applied, — ^ Naturae sequ^tur 
seminu quisque suie/ Her mother was not 
a learned lady, although fuU of virtue 
buttlie di;^u{j^ter wa$ so devout aad.elo* 
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quent, m her prayers, that she seemed more 
angelic ^han humaa ; * and if she continues 
to abound in buch virtues,- and to live 
thus sanctified and devout, she will de« 
servedly be wortliy of her reputation of a 
saint 

At twelve years of age, she became a^ 
great disputant, and was invited into the 
companies of the most learned, as well se- 
cular as ecclesiastic, — among whom were 
tiie bishop of Lausanne, an eminent scho- 
lar, her uncles the bishop of Cumense* 
and Francis Trivulce, of the order of iran- 
ciscan friars, when several disputations took 
place, — and great praises were ^ven to 
this damsel. She understood philosophy, 
history, and different sciences, was mistress 
of Seneca, Aristotle, and Fietro of Raven- 
na. Whatever she saw or heard at any of 
the places she visited, she related the 
whole to her father, on her return home, 
as exactly as if it had been written down. 

I^he was skilful in poetry, and one day 
composed so long a poem her master was 
iu^-prised at her taleut* She became soon

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The lord-cardiDal of Ambcofet on his 

last return from Italy, fell sick at Lyon, 
and died there. His loss Wair gre^ as was 
afterwards known, although at the time 
sk>me thought the 'contrary ; but they ^re 
unacquainted with his many virtuest aiid 
the good use he made of his taU r»ts, — for 
during the whole of his administration, he 
advised bis master with such wisdom that 
the people ' were never over-taxed. What- 
ever wars king Louis may have carried on 
in Italy, the tatxtes were never raised above 
their usual rates ; but when the enemy at- 
tempted to bring the on' the freneh ter^ 
ritory, it became absolutely necessary to 
increase them. ' 

The king was, not without tbunctation, 
called. *the father of his people/ notwith- 
standing that title may have been given 
him during his life through flattery, and 
the worth of other kings debased, the more 
to exalt his own. It is impossible to say 
too much of a Tfartuous man in his absience; 
but when present, to praise him smells 
strongly of the love of lucre.

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CHAP. XXVI . . 

THE DUKB OH ^MMOVBS BfiFSATS THfi 

UNITED ARMIES OF THE POPE, THE VENE- 
TIANS, AND TH£ SPANIARDS, N£AR TO * 
RAVENNA,— BUT IS HIMSELF SLAIN, AFTER • 
HE HAD GAINED THE VICTORY AND TO* 
TALLY KEPULSED THE ENEMY. 

I < I 

We must now return to the wars in Italy, 
and elsewhere. During the LeQt of the 
year 1512, the duke of Nemours marche4 
'his army before Ravenna, wherein that of 
the pope, the Venetians, and Spaniards 
wejre seeking opportunities to retaliate on 
the 1 rench, — ^and they had made great 
preparations lur Liiijs j>urpose. The duke of 
Nemours, having had information of this, 
advanced thither, accompanied by many 
nobles and valiant captains, such as the 
, lord de ]a Palisse, the lord d'Aiegre 
and his sm, the lord Jean Jacques 
of Trivulce, the lord de Chatillon go- 
vernor of Paris, the lord de Molarc, 
JMaugeron, La Crotte, and other officers 
of renown. When he had approached

]bavenna» the French remained some time 
encamped from a ^cai citv of provision, and 
many huiiered by it. Perceiving that their 
supplies had failed, like hardy warriors, 
stirred on by the eager desire ot the 
duke of Ntmourb iur the coriibat, tliey 
resolved^ on &i/b eve of Easter^day^ to o&r 
the entiiiy battle on the morrow, which 
tras the feast oi the Resuirecticmirf* our Ixml. 

The Freucii advanced boldly to the 
combat, having their artillery in fiofit» 
which played tbiir hours incessantly^ and 
did ^reat damage to the Spaniards, prin- 
cipally to their mm at arms. Soo^ Spa« 
niards sallied out of their caiup, and th* 
French ru^ed in, — when both parties met, 
and two su^jcrb and b ild nations might 
then, be seen contending with coumge and 
earuebtness lor the victcwy. Never was 
heard such clattering of swords and lances : 
tlie gallant duke of JNeniours hastened for- 
ward, fighting m&sk wonderiully, to encour 
rage his men ; and it was tor some time 
Uncertain which side would Lave the ad- 
irantage, — ior the Spaniards shouted at 
times ' Victory ! Julius, Julius!* at othei^, 
the French cried oat ' Viebory, JNemaorar. 
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At length, Uie Jbr^ich mode their ene* 
nutttfly. 

Dunng ihd battle, the lord de Mokirc 
was killed by a cannon-shot, ^ — a great loss 
to the kittg, for be was a valiant «nd en* 
terpiising captain. He led that day the 
Iraich in&ntiy, a most courageous audi 
steady baud. La Crotte and cuptain Ja- 
eohi^ ^o comnianded the LanM|ueiieti, 
were among the iirst of the slain; and 
their loss was a heavy blow: howerer, 
both French and Lansquenets adlvanced 
with greater courage to revenge the deaths 
of their captains, and fNished on until they 
came to where the baggage was, knd some 
femisfaed adventurers had alreiuly began 
to knodL in the headii oi the casks of dif« 
ftrent wines, — ^vfhen, having drank their 
fill, they ran away sus fast as they could : 
not so the Spaniards, who still hdid on 
fighting, — for I can assure you, that these 
Spanish troops were no way fainthearted, 
and there had not been so severe a 
battle fought as this for a long time. 
Jf ay Qod pardon those who were killed I 

The ^remuant of tiiu Spaniards and 
Italians that isscaped wandered here 
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and there. Upwards of twfenty of the 
great lords of Italy lay dead on the .field. 
There were maiiy prisbners made : in the 
number were Pedro de Navarre, don John 
de Cardona, the oiarquis of Pescara, Po* 
mare, Epinose, Castinago, John Antony 
Vo-ino, the count de Montelon, tlie mar- 
quis de Betonde, the marquis de TEs- 
telle, the son to the count ^of Consege, 
and others of renown. • No one* knew 
what became of the duke dn Trakt,* 
who was of their company. The viceroy 
of Naples saved Idinsell by flight, until he 
gained the seashore, and embarked lor 
Naples. The marquis^ de la PaduUa and 
the count del Pc polo made good a retreat 
betbre the end ot the conilict, with eleven 
or twelve hwiidrcd iiurse, as well men at 
arms as light cavalry, and from sixteen 
to seventeen hundred infantry, t' .e remains 
of their army, and saved themselves as 
welLas they could. 

• Numbers of FrenchiDen were doubt- 
less slain, for the Sp iiiards fought with 
ihe utmost bravery ; and when the irtiic^ 
men at arms returning from the pursuit,

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passed over the field of batMe, the wounded 

laid hands oil aiiy swords near tliom, 
and, in the miserable state they were in 
on tlie ground, cut, the legs ot the hors s 
the rii iich ucic iiiUJinte<l on. 

. Pope Julius was ^t Rome when news 
of this event w^^^ brougat him. G >4 , 
knows how he bore it, for he had been 
a very great suti'erer in tliat buitie. The 
instant he he rd it, he would have set 
pfF without delay, tearing that tiie 1 len^ih 
would follow up their victory, aiul conie 
to seek him even in Rome. 

After this defeat, the illustrious and 
gallant duke of Nemours, having perceived 
a small body of the eaeiay tint iiaJ aot 
dispersed, like a magnanimous prince, but 
too uaaiiadiul ui the signal vietory God 
had just given him, required of the nobles 
and caplauib around hiui, that they wuuid 
be pleased to march with him and drive 
them away. Some ui them wlio, irom ioug 
experience, knew the uncertainty of tne 
chances of war, remonstrated with hnn on 
being too adventurous and that he shouid 
remain satished with the success he liad 
gained, Nutwithslaiiding the truth oftliese 

femojistrances, he persisted in bis resc 
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lution, and said aloud, ' Lc*t all who love 
me, follow me/ Upon tliif, the lord d Ale- 
gre, Iw wn, . Maugeron, the harstard of 
Cliete> seeing him thus determined and 
already juivuacing iollowed bim. 

Tiie duke of Nemouni was the firiit 
lo atlack Uub body of tlie Gimny, wlio 
were greatly (iui)erior in number; and 
the gallant prince peribrmcd wch feata 
6f arnii af astonished themi and cleared 
all arounfl his horse with such rapid and 
mortal blows that none dared approach 
him. It was a grand sight to view so 
youiAg a man displaying hiu li extraordi- 
nary courage. The enemy, observing how 
few the Freiicli were, and tliat no rein- 
forcements were coming to them» recovered 
then* courage and surrounded iln young liero. 

They first killed his horse, and then fell 
upon lam with battle-axes, pikeh, and 
every sort of weapon, that he, and all his 

companions, died a glorious death. 

This was a most heavy loss to France, 
lor he was a magnanimous prince, worthy 
to be placed on a triumphant throjie in a 
temple of brave men. His liberality and 
frankness had gained liim tlie love of the 
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army, who would have followed hfan any 

^bere, evea without pay, — aiid witiiin tour 
months he had gained three decisive battles. 

When this melancholy event was 
known, the lord de la Palisse and other 
captains hastened to revenge his loas^ and 
put to death the whole body of the ene- 
my that had slain the duke» the lord d' Ale- 
gre and the others, wiiliout sufienng one 
to escape. They thence marched to besiege 
ttie city of H ivenna, which ttiey took by 
storm, killed the greater |iart of the in* 
habitants! and plundered the town : there 
was much confusion, for it was almost 
entirely destroyed. When this was done, 
the french rcuirned to the field of the 
late battle, to raise the bodies of the duke 
of Neniours and the other ,lords, to give 
them an honourable interment in jiacred 
ground. Tne body ot* that most noble 
prince and viceroy of Italy, was carried 
in mourutui triumph to Milan, |rom the 
ground where he had fallen, to be mag- 
nificentiy interred becoming so great a 
• prince. 

The body of the duke of Nemours 
arrived at Milan the 2()th of April, in 
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the year 1412^ preceded by all the prir 

sonars taken at the battle of Ravenna.

The banners, guidons, and standards the 
French had so valiantly <^uii(juered, as 
veil from the Italics as from the Vene- 
tians and Spaniaidb, and ui' the diiicrent 
lords ivho had fallen in this battle, were 
borne belbre him, which added joy inter- 
mixed with grief at this mournful inter- 
ment Gre^t order was observed in the 

it 

procession, — and it was a triumphantly, 
melancholy spectacle. The nobles . and 
captains were in deep ^nourniug, — and^ 
there was no heart so hard not to weep 
on seeing his body tlius carried untimely 
to the grave. His pages and attendants led 
his horses ol'parade and lor war : his helmet 
and victorious sword, as lieutenant general 
for the king, were borne belbre the body., 
In short, those of his army who attended 
the funeral were loud in their lamen- 
tations; for they had always found him 
liberal and courteous, and never sparing of 
his own personal efforts in war. 

The principal inhabitants and church* 
men of Milan came out to meet the body, 
clressed in moiuOiing cloaks and hoods^ with 

V 
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a blaze^ot lighted torches, on which were 
the arms of the deceased emblazoned. The 
body, surrounded by two hundred of the 
choicest lances in the army and a nume- 
rous escort of infantry* was conducted, with 
great potnp oi' ^rieU to the cathedral, 
where a most solemn service was per- 
formed for the repose ol ius boul. 

Think how great must havt^.'beea the 
sorrow of the king and 4ueeu, when lliey 
heard of this sad event at Biois, for they 
loved biin as if he had been tlieir own 
child ; ' and I can assert for truth, that 
tliose who had ne\ er ^een him bewailed 
his loss, on the reports they had heard of 
his uncommon virtues and galiautry. May 
Guu receive iiis soul ! 
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CHAP, XXVIL 

ON THE I>£PARTUB£ OF THE FRBNCH FROM 

ITALY, THE SWISS TAKE THE TOWN OF 
MILAN AND OTHER PLACES HSU> BY 

THE KIMG OF FRANCE. 

After this battle of Ravenna, where, as . 
irell as in the preceding onesi great quan- 
tities of human blood w/ere shed, princi* 
pally of the Italians and their allies, — tnit 
also ot the French, and ot some ot the no* 
hlei^t families^ by^ which many ladies and 
dantieis in Frajioe became widows aad or- 
phans. The generals, or at least those who 
had the management of the finances' finr 

. the army, imagined that, by the happy 
event of this battle, all Italy was subdued, 

' as far as Rome, if not farther, and dis- 
banded great bodies of infantry at the very 
time when they should have sought rein- 
forcemeats, to garrison the towns and cas- 
tles that had been lately conquered. 

When this conduct was noticed by \ 
certain bloodsuckers and turbulent spirits, 
they collected troops in divers parts, to 
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endeavour to regain honour by attacking 
the French ; for, seeing them dispersed in 
their gariisoiis, they were aware that cou- 
^ rage, when disunited, is not so much to 
be dreaded as w hen in a collective body, 
Ihe holy fiither the pope, smarting from 
the losses he had suffered from ihe French, 
Airee times excited tbe Swiss-cantons to rise 
in arms against them, lor they had ot late 
been neglected by the king of France. 
They chiefly depend, for their maintenance, 
on pensions from kings and prmces, — and 
fhe pope having inade (he bishop of Sion 
a cardinal, he was an active and able tool, 
by his public preachings and intrigues, to 
prevail on them to comply with the wishes of 
his holiness. Maximilian also, having turned 
bis coat, was to allow them an entrance 
to Italy through his territories oi tne Vero- 
nese and elsewhere. The Spaniards like* 
wise assembled trom various parts oi' Italy ; 
and they all adv anced toward Milan, whence 
the government had been withdrawn to 
France, so that the poor Milanese were in 
despair, and knew not how to act. How* 
ever, the French having lelt them, they, 
as usual, fell in with the strongest, and the 
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enemy was admitted into the town. The 
castle was bold by the French, under the 
comaiaud of the lord de Lou vain and other 
castles wore also iu their |)()s>ession : that 
of Brescia was held by the lord d'Au- 
bigny. 

When the French were returning from 

Italy, a sharp skirmish took place at a 
bridge near to Pavia, between a small body 
of trench adventurers and the etieiny» and 
they were inhumanly treated by the town** 
men. A^uuug others of their villanouj^r acts, 
I shall mention one. A Frenchman, una- 
ble to keep up with the rest, was met by 
an inhabitant of Pavia, who said to liini, 
'My friend, 1 love the irench nation: 
come, I beg of you, to my house, and I 
will save you Irom being killed/ Thei 
poor adv cnlurer, conliding iu his lair words, 
followed him ; but he was no sooner with- 
in liis doors than he treated him most 
brutally, cut off* his private parts, and 
thrust him into tiie street m his shirt, bawl- 
ing aloud, * Here is another Frenchman I' 
on which numbers rushed out of their 
doors, and hacked liim to pieces with their 
swords* 
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' There was another inhabitant of Pavia 
who had even devoured the heart of a 
Frenchman, by way of revenge. 

I am persuaded that all the^eviis tliat 
have betailen Italy have been caused by 
their wickedness, and infamous practices 
similar to those of Sodom and Gomorrah. 
The air would be infected, were I to recite 
them. May God amend them, and all 
others ! On the other hand, the Frendi 
have a sliaaitlul custom (vvhicli was in- 
creased when in Italy) of blaspheming ouv 
Lord Jesus Christ, and our Lady, with 
divers indecent «alhs, in which they seem 
to take pleasure. God may, perhaps, have 
been angered by such detestable blasphe- 
mies, and by that great vanity with which 
the Frencii are alwa) s filled, and sufiered 
them to experience the late unfortunate 
reverses, to show that from Him alone come 
victories and good fortune. 

The French, on leaving 1 taly, were in 
a great alanu, — and they were so rejoiced 
when returned to France, thev attributed 
it to the lavour of llcuvcn. Such are the 
chances of this world. 

In this year of 1512, pope Julius, re- 
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turning evil for good, was violently ani* 
mated against the French; and having 
partly accompliabed his vnsh of beung the 
' chief cause of liieir expulsion iiroiu Italy;^ 
died at Bome in the ninth year of hk pon* 
tificate. May God pardon him ! 

About this time, a truce was concluded 
between the kings of France and di Ar* 
mgon, for a certain space of time. Leo 
w^ now the reigning pope: he wa$ 
ccmsecrated Rome the Successor of pope 
Julius II. I^o was a native of Florence 
of very wealthy, and renowned parents. 
His father was Lorenzo de Medici, to whose 
fimaily Louis XL, king of France, had 
granted permissicm to add the three flowers 
de luce to tixeir armorial bearings*.

It WW not long before a war broke out ia 
CNmone^ or rattier m Navarre; ^hch 
kingdom the kiliif kA Arra^on had entered, 
and t!tkMk the town of Pampeluiia» with 
others beiooging to tlie kaig of Navarre, 
uod^ fvretence of beiof^ heir to that crown 
in right oi\ his wiie, sister to tlie lale duke 
of NiMours count of Foix, slain ailer the 
battle <^ Ravenna. 

The good king of Navarre*, in conse- 
quence, demanded succour Irom the king of 
France, to recover ihc piactb Le had iobt. 

♦ The good king of Navarre — was of so indolent 
a character that his quean, a woman of fiig i SiYir t, 
told him, * Had yfu been im^emoiseHe Catherine, a.id 
/don John, we had never lost our realm/ HtNAUi«T^ 
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• Louis XI 1.9 considering how iaithtul an 
ally he had alM ays been» ordered a large 
body of men at arms and infantry to his 
assistance, under the command c^f the duke 
Lon^eviliie a^d Dunois. This war was 
very ^expensive to, the king of France, for 
the anny remained long without striking 
a blow. In addition to this,, the Bngli&h, 
excited by the king of Arragon, as well 
as by a desne to regain Guienne, which 
they claimed as an inheritance, made a 
landing near to Roncevaux and St John' 
Pied du Port, — but net being able to effect 
a junction with the. Spaniards, they re? 

tunned*. 

In the year 1513, Henry king of Eng- 
land, son to kinii Henry VII. who, by the. 
aid of Charles VIII. king of France, suc- 
ceeded peaceably to the crown ot ijiglaod 

after the death of Richard of York, instead^ 

* Henry VIII. was the dupe of Ferdinand of Ar- 

ragoii. The english forces landed at Guipiscoa, un- 
der the command of the marquis of JDoiset, but were 
never joined by the Spaniards to unite in the siege of 
Bayonne! The English returned, having gained no- 
thing but disgrace, while Ferdinand pod^i^ssed himself 
of the kingdom of Navarre* » 
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#f being ^ateful» siacK servicefi^ to th^ 
king of Fmnce, allhiMigli his late father 
had charged him, on his deathbed, to 4» 
nothing against that king, if he wished to 
prosper, iastandy on the death of his ^ 
tlier 4cted directly contrary. King Henry, 
equaliy eager with kii jnib}BCta to inmdr 
Fmnce, seat aa epibassy to t^ h^y 
Margaret, governess of Flanden, tp db« 
tain atTinour, i»4oreSk and artiilery, particu^ 
laify tfaiftsen large camiQiis, which he. 
had ordered tp be cast in Flande% ThesQ 
aiticks*. wece immediateljr deliviered, in re* 
tma £[Mr a large sum of ajogsls that fn^i 
mained behind, — for ithgd been long since 
th^* hod cir€ulate4 any otber ogiinitrji 
than their own. 

A seomfc treaty wa^ a|: th^suhe time^ 
concluded between lienry and the archt 
dttlfie^-i^which haying aaciiMi him the aijdl 
of the Fieioings, he coatiuued to make his 
preparations fi>t the inn^iaa of Franm- 
without interruption. He sent his fleet. 
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to cruize on the couteof Brittany, who 
was himself on board a vessel of prodigious 
size. 

The trench saw this armament with 
sorrow, fur they had not a fleet able to 
cope with it ; but a valiant searcaptain^ 
named Priaiaugay, embarked on board a 
large ship called La Gordeliere, which 
the (|ueen of France had lately built at 
an immense expense. He put to sea, and 
boldly attacked the english admiral in the 
great ship called The Regent, * when a 
bloody combat took place, Aftar some 
time, the Cordeliere set the Regent on 
fire, which having gained the powder-mar 
gazine, she blew up, with all within 
her. 

Primaugay, teeing it impossible to 
save his . ship, as they were grappled to- 
gether, leapt into the $ea,^ araied as he was, 
and perished : it was a pity, for he was 
a bold and enterprising mauf • 

In Henry*! Hiit of England, it » snid that both 

sliips took fire, and perished, with all on board, 
the number of seventeen hundred men that the 
reft of the fleets, eonsisting of twenty^five sail £ng- 
Hib| end thinjriuno Fiencb, sepimted in ooniteN 
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These two large ships were burnt ; 
but the rest of the fleeb returned in safety 
to Englaud, to report the uatbrtunate news 
to the king, who was much vexed thereat, 
and not without reason« 



CHAP. XXIX.

THE KING OF ENGLAND DISEMBABKS WITH 
HIS WHOLE ARMY AT CALAIS. — THE 
FRENCH ABE DEFEATED BT THE SWISS, 
AT NOVABA. 

■ 

When the king of England had axa- 
pleted his preparations, he puttu sea with 
his anny, disembarked at Calais, and 
thence^ with part of it, marched strait 
finr Flanders. Had he then been attack*^ 
ed, the perplexities that ensued afterwards 
would have been avoided. 

At the same time;, the king of Franco 
had collected an army for the recovery of 
» 

nation, as if by mutual consenl, without fytAt€ 
fighting. 

l2 
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. (lie Milw^# und^r the commaud of the 
lord de la Trimouille, Jean Jacques de 
Triv4ilce, ut Kobeil de la Marche, the lord 
of Albanj^ and others, — ^but the lord de la 
Trimouille was oooamander in chirf. 

This ariiiy crossed the Alps, and en- 
tered Piedmont,, where it halted for the 
arrival of the rear and baggage, and then 
pushed forward toward Novara, in which 
place was a body of Swiss. The French, 
supposing them not very numerous, deter- 
mined ,tp attack them, which they did ; but 
the evening before, a very large reinforce* 
ment of Swiss had jouxed their country- 
men in Noyara, which the French were 
ignomnt of. ' A b^ttie* however, ensued, 
when the French defeated the van of thfj 
wei^y ; but such , numbers of Swiss now 
poured in on all sides, the French were 
tbund^Tstrudc, and hastily retireated to Tu* 
rin : sonoe, however, of their infantry, stood 
their ground, and died valiantly, — and the 

of the lord de la Marche shone pre- 
eminent for his valour. 

The Swiss gained a considerable park 
of Mtillerv> whidi tiie lord de la Marche 
had brought thither, and great part of the^ 
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baggage. The king of France, or hearing 

of this event, ordered the remainder of the 
army home, and sent part of it into Giii«* 
enne, wtiere the iliustriou^i lord of Bourbon 
had the command of an army» with many 
nobles and able captains under him, to 
carry ou tlic war in Navarre. He had 
there a fine camp, and a variety of skir* 
mishes took place on both sides. 

The king afterwards sent the next heir 
to the crow n, the duke of Valois and count 
of Angoul6me, accompanied by numbers, 
of gentlemen, to take the conmiand oi this 
army and camp, where they remdneA a 
long time, — but nothing of importance was 
done, and they returned to France. The 
king then sept them into Ficardy to oppose 
the English, who were advancing toward 
Therouenne. The lor4 de Longuevilie died 
immediately on his return from Guienne. 

In this year, th^e was an appearance 
in the heavens, visible iff Piedmont, of three * 
SUBS, three moons, with various figui^ of 
circles and bows, of difiereut colours, and* 
a white cross in the center. These weris 
terrible presages, — and 1 beUeve tliat it was 
a year of wonders, . ^ < 
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About tliii timet the kiug scut the lord 
de la Trimouille into Swisserland ; but the 
caotons would not agree to any conterence 
until they should receive a certain sijni of 
money, which was paid them. The con* 
ferenceb now took place ; and the lord de 
la Trimouille staid long among them* giving . 
great giftsr in hopes to gain tlieiu over to 
the interests of France ; but after they had 
received large sums of money, they dib- 
missed him. He returned through Bur- 
gundy, to iiave some ot tlie towns ol tiiat 
province put into a good state of defence, 
to resist the Swiss, who had determined U> 
attack them. 

The Swiss, in consequence of the re- 
solutions they had lormcd, entered Bur- 
gundy, and committed great destruction 
wherever tiiey passed. By rapid inarches, 
they came before Dijon, into which the 
lord de la Trimouille had ttirown himself ; 
but with the few men at arms and infantry 
with him, it was unpossible to resist such 
a deluge of Swiss. However, he ordered 
as many things as could be . earned away 
or drove off, to be brought into Dijon. 

The dvfum, on coming before Dijon, 
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siluted the town with a large traia of ar- 
tillery, that battered and damaged the 
walk and houses; but the lord de laTri- 
mouille, being well advked, held a parley 
with some of the Swiss leadens* and agreed 
to pay them down one hundred thousand 
golden crowns^ on their maitdiing baek into 
Swifiserland, without doing xnoredain4ige& to 
the country, which was ezficuted 



CHAP* XXX. 

A BODY OF FRENCH' ON THEIR RETURN 
.^RQId ViCTUALUNG TU£RaU£NNjS» BE* 
SIEGED BY THE ENGUSH AND HAIN- 
AUi;r£Bat ABS ATTACKBD ASJ> PUT TO 

FLIpHOf. .... 

, The king of France marched in .persqn tp 
Picardy, and advanced as far as Amiens» 
where he was magnificently x^eived hy 
those of the town and country. . Thence 
he , sent the duke of Yaloi$» as bis lieu- 
tenant-general, to ccjmmaud the camp 
against theEngUsh^ and to-order w];katev^ 
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measures be should think advuiable (ov tbe 
Tictualling of Therouenne* 

This town was then besieg^ by the 
king of the Itomans, the king of England, 
and a number of flemish lords, and parti- 
cularly by a body of Hainaulters, who had 
posted themsdves in a fost near tine txyim^ 
aud thence battered it with heavy artil- 
lery. The garrisonand tdwhsmm defended 
the place valiantly, but they were in the 
utmost distresB firom want of provision, and 
a convoy was ordered to supply their ne- 
cessities, under the commafid of the k>id 
de jLongueviUe. 

He executed this oi'der puiictuaHy by 
throwing la ail his supplies; but on his 
retreat, he ftll unexpectedly into an ambus- 
cad^i^for bis men, not suspecting any^such 
stratagem, were marching very disorderly, 
and amusing themselves by playing in Ihfi 
fields. On the enemy sallying Irom their 
'kmbui^, the French "were panicstruck, anil 
began to fly, notwithstandmg all attempts 
toff their officers to preveilt Akm. In con* 
sequence^ the lord de Longueville, the cap- 
^feiti Bayard, the lord de Bus^, and many 
nioie captains of renown were made priso- 
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ners, some of whom were carried to 
Englandt and th^ Ub^y set at a very 
high ransom*. 

During Urn time, tte king df FraMfe 
«nt ordtjrs to the governor of Pans to have 
«11 the companies 4f ttradeMHen^ HbA of 
other descriptions, mustered* Thb was 
done» and several companies were richly 
accoutredt well armed« and in uniiorais. 
The numbers were found to be very great, 
aGG<Hdu[ig to the report made by the oomr 
missaries who had been sent thither for this 
purpase.

CHAP, XXXI. 
•THE KING OF 'Gotland enters England 

WITH A PQWEEFUL AI^MY^-r-HE IS SU^IN. 

—PEACE CONCLUDED BETWEEN THE KING 
OE FRANCE AND THE VENETIANS. 

While king Henry of £ngland was en- 
gaged in his war abroad^ the noble and- 
•gallant king of Scotland invaded England 
with a large army^ on pretence of a claim 
to that cfown in right of his queen, and 
also iirom his alliance with the king of 
France^ to make a diversion in his favotir, 
now he was attacked, and force his enemies 
to quit France to avoid greater inconve- 
' niences. 

The king of Scotland, on entering 
England, did great mischie& A battle 
took place, in which very many English 
fell, as well as Scots, — but the greatest loss 
to France was the death of the king of 
Scotland, who was killed valiantly fighting. 
It is rare to find such friends as will put 
their lives and fortunes to the chance of war 
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IQ the support of a friend, especially whea 
absent^. 

The Scots gained the field, although 
numbers of tiiem were slain, — for as both 
nations had been long d^umis oi coming 
to blows, it may be supposed that hard 
ones were exchanged on each side* May 
God pardon those who fell!f 

On Friday, the i3d of June, in the year 
1513, peace was published on the marble 
taUe in the palace, between the most 
Christian king L^uis XII. and the repub* 
lie of Venice, and between them and their 
successors for ever. By this treaty, the 
gallant knights sir Bartholomew d'Alviano 
and sir Andrew Gritti, with others, ob- 
tained their Uberty; and tiie king made 
them many rich gifts on their departure.

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CHAP. XXXII. 

THE TOWNS OF THEROULNNE AND TOURNAY 
SCJRR£ND£R TO THE BKaLISH ON CAPl- 
TULATION. . 

To return to the wars of the English iti 
Picardy: — ^they were iong encamped be-» 
fore Therouenne, and made several attacks 
on it; but thdee widiin the town showed 
good courage, and deleuded it valiantly : at 
length provision again failed them, and 
they were forced to capitulate tor its sur^ • 
render. Tlie enemy entered Therouenne, 
but did not keep the t>romises they bod 
made; ibr they had no sooner gained ad« 
inisskm than they began to ill-'tveat and 
plunder the poor inhabitants, insomuch that 
they were obliged to seek out another place 
for a habitation, which was great pity ; but 
this did not satisfy die enemy, for they 
burnt part oi the town, and threw down the 
walls to the ground. 

We must not be astonished that the 
English so boldly invaded France, particu- 
larly Picaidy^ considering the evident good 
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understanding that subsisted between them 

and the Flemings, wlio at this tlay raise 
their hands and teil those of Touraay that 
they have never changed sides, notwith- 
standing they had settled the chapter de 
Vmditionibust befbie the English wouid em- 
bark. This was not hancbomely done in 
them, considering they had a resident lord, 
—and they have derugated shamefully from 
their former engagements: should thigr, 
therefore, find themselves the worse for it, 
they have only themselves to thank. * 

Shortly alter the English had gained 
Therouenne by capitnlatioii, they advanced 
before Tournay, which was surrendered to 
them by the principal inhabitants, accord^ 
ing to an agreement among themselves^ 
without striking a blow*. 

The king of England and the king of 
the Romans, after these coiiquests, re- 
turned to their own countries, leaving a

likewise c|nitted Picardy, wilii his queen, 
and went to Blois. 

While the war was carrying pn in 
Picardy, and a little before the siege of 
Therouenne^ an engagement at sea took 
place between Pregent^ a french captain, 
and the lord Howard, lord-admiral of Eng* 
land, on the 2f nd and 25th days of April. 
Fregent, thinking to join the french ileet in 
Brest harbour, was met at sea, on the vigil 
oi St George*s day, by a fleet of tbrty or 
fifty sail, and was instantly attacked by two 

galeasses and four or five other vessels. 

The cuiubat liLsted two hours, with great 
slaughter on both sides; but at length the 
English were forced to retire, with the loss, 
of two vessels sunk. On the Monday fbl* 
lowing, which was the least of St Mark, 
Pre^nt and his fleet fell in again with that 
of the EngUsh, amuuutiag to twenty or 
thirty vessels, and about thirty large boats. 
The galley of Fregeat was attacked by 
two galeasses and three ships, but he fought 
well,— -and all on board the fir^t galeass 
were killed by pikci, or drove into the sea, 
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excepting two prisoners, one of whom was 
thrown overboard* 

III this combat, sir Edward Howard 
was killed, whose body was embahned to 
carry to England for interment** The 
G^itains of the other ships» seeing that 
these five vessels had not made any im* 
pression on the gall^ of Pregent, whom 
they had courageously attacked, held a 
counril, and afterwards made sail, leaving 
the sea open to Pregent. A large fle^ had 
been collected at Honnefleur, to attack the 
king of England as he crossed the channel, 
and cut off his return; but when they 
were at sea, a violent stonn arose that 
separated tliis fleet, and some of the vessels 
were sunk. 

The winter of this year was very long 
and severe, so that the Seine and othw 
rivers were frozen hard enough for carriages 
to pass over them with, safety; and when

AU/ut thh Umf\ news wui brought 
tliat the Swiii had intentions of a^n 
ciit4:ruig iiurguiiiiy^ wiicu the king order- 
ed thither the lard of Bourbon with a large 
iiiroe of men at arms^ mlmiity, aiid artil* 
lcry,~but the 8wit»H did not comi;. Thii* 
same year^ ttic garrisons that had guarded 
difierent )ilaci;s» in Italy raiimwd to Vraxitx;, 
in Gonseqtseaea of the treaty concluded 
Willi the a^'m beSofe Dijon^ — tmmdy, 
Hum from tlie castle of Milan; the lord 
oi Aubiguy, hi^ lance on Uib thigh, wiiU 
his garrison, from tlie castle cf Brescia* 
When thc^ garrisoos uiarc^hud away, the 
Spaniards took possession of the castles^ 
whidi the Vetictians tiiuught t&od been done 
for tbum; but when the Spaniards h«d 
established tbemselres securely^ tiicy

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CHAP. XXXIII, 

0F THE DBATH AND INTEBMENT OF tHt 
MOST CHRISTIAN UUmH OF FKANCf^ 
AimE OF BRITTA9V* 

At the time of ilae drrivd of the above 

unfortunate intelligeace, the most noble 
queen of Fmnce, Anne duchesis of Brittany, 
&c. lay dangerously ill at the castle of 
Blois. This was on the 2d day of January, 
— ^d her illness so much increased that 
the good lady, on ilonday the 9'di instant, 
departed this life, most devoutly, in the 
iaithof Jii6Us Christ, our sovereign Lord, 
to whom she most humbly resigned her 
«ouK Great lamentations and grief were 
shown for this loss. When the body had 
been embalmed, it was put into a rich 
cuflin, and curried, with an imaicuse iiuui- 
ber of lighted torches, from Blois to the 
abbey of St Deais, where ijt was interred 
with the usual honours due to her rank, 
and followed, with the tears ot all her ofii-' 
cers and attendants. The funeral service

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was solemn and magnificent, becoming 
such a lady, whose soul may God pardon 1 

In the month of April of this year 
1515, and just before £aster, a trace wail 
proclaimed in Pans between the kings of 
France and of Arragon* 



CHAP. XXXIV. 

TH£ KING OF FRANCE MARRIES THE PRII^ 
CESS MARY, SIST£R TO KING HENRY OF 
ENGLAND. — FRANCIS DUKE OF VAI/IIS 
AND COUNT OF ANGOULESME MARRIES 
THE PRINCESS CLAUDE, DAUGHTER, TO 
THE KING OF FRANCE. — THE NEW aUEEN 
MAKES HER PUBLIC ENTRY INTO FRANCE. 

After the funeral of the late queen of 
France, the king came to Paris, and waa 
lodged at the hotel of the Tounielles, and 
would not that any one should appear in 
' his presence but in mouraing. He sent for 
his two daughters, the princesses Claude 
and Renee, who were conducted to him 
from Blois by madame d Angouleme^ and 
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shortly after summoned the princes aild 
great barons of his realm to a council on 
the present state of affairs, and respecting 
a peace with England* In ccxisequence of 
what had been resolved on in tius couiicili 
the king sent, as his ambassadors to king 
Henry, th^e governor of Normandy, the 
president of Rouen, and the lord Longue^ 
ville, then a {prisoner oi war in England, 
was added to them, to treat of a peace« 

'While this was pas^iing, the king was 
taken very ill at the castle of^ Viiicennesr 
and had ordered, for his recovery, that ' O 
Salutaris Hostia/ should be chaunted daily 
in all the churches oi France, at the eleva- 
tion of the holy sacrament, whicii had 
been of the utmost henefit to him. • On 
his recovery, the king went thence to St 
Germain en Laye, to recreate himself^ and 
to temper tlie melancholy of his UAouruing ; 
for it was a pleasant country, interspersed 
with woods and dales, and full oi game. ' 

^ Much public business was transacted 
during the king's stay at Saint Germain; 
and a marriage was concluded between 
the duke ot Valois, count of Angouieinejt 
aiiu the priuccas Clud de. They were mar- 
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ried in t^eir mourning, in the chapel of th^ 
castle, in the prcbciice of the king, the 
princes of the blood, imd mray othem of 
high ruak, on the 18th of Mny, in the year 
1513. 

About this periodf and before the kiog 
bad quitted St Germain en Laye, hiB am* 
bassadors $ent him lateihgeiice of their 
having concluded a peace with England, on 
condition of his marrying the princess 
Mary. King Ilcury beat ambassadors to 
' Paris, to confirm the marriage between 
king Louis and his sister, and to ratify the 
treaty of peace that had been agreed on 
between the two kingdoms, which was now 
publicly proclaimed in both realms. 

On Monday the iGth of Angus , ia 
tiiis year, a grand procession was made 
from tlie great hall of the palace, with 
trumpets and clarions, when the herald, 
called Mont-joye, proclanued a magmfice^ 
tournament to ble holilcn at Paris, by the 
duke of Valds, Bhttany, and count of 
Angouleme. to w hich he invited all princes, 
Iprds, and gentlemen to assist. It waa 
about tias Uiae that the prmcess Mary was 
esixMed to France by many of the gveaA

tioMes of England, in company vnth tht 
lords of France who had gone thitiier to 
attend on her. The king left Paris, with 
his court, and went as &r as Abbeville ta 
meet the new queen, where she arrived on 
tlie 8th of October, and made her public , 
entry very triumphantly, attended by the 
duke of Valois and numbers of nobles, as 
well English as French, all mo^t richly 
dressed, trith large golden chains, especial* 
ly the English. The queen was most hand- 
wmely attired, and seated in a brilliant 
car: in short, the whole was a beautiful 
^ght She was preceded by a body of two 
hundred english ai chers, gallantly accoutred^ 
irith their bows in hand, and quivers full 
of arrows. 

The king, hearing of her coming, 
jneunted his horse, ftndy attended by his 
nobles, rode out into the plain, under 
pretence of hawking, but it was to meet 
her; and on his approaching her, he kissed 
her on horseback, paying her many fair 
compliments, as iie knew well how to do. 
Her reception hi Abbeville was most ho* 
nourable, — and the iahabitaats exerted 
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^mtelves who should mirposB the othar io 

iebtifying their joy at h^ arrival. 

On the morrow, the feast of St Denis, 
the king of Fraoce was married to the 
princess Mary of England. She was most 
magnificently dressed^ with an iounense 
quantity of diamonds and precious stones. 
A singular banquet sucoeeded^ with a great 
variety of ail sorts of amgsements, Havi ng 
ptaid a i^w days in Abbeville to solaca 
themselves, they set out for Paris; and 
trough the towns of Picardy they passed* 
tlic greatest honours wevQ paid them^ ^ In 
every town, the queen gave liberty to the 
prisoners, by the king s comniund. Oi| 
th^iv arrival at St Deqis, the ceremony of 
the queen's coronation took plag^, wiiich 
>vas very splendid, and numerously at- 
tended by archbishops, bishops, fu)d no* 
bility, 

lV][ond^y, thfs Oih of November, the 
queen made her triumphant entry into the 
isity of Pari^ -^the clergy, coujrU of par- 
liainjent, pf exchequer, &c, and all the 
giunicipal p^c^r», with crowds of people, 
.leaving gone out procession to meet her^ 

§he vras seated on a rich httefi ado):ne4 
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with prteious stones, and escorted by the 

duke of Valois, the lord of Alen9on, the 
lonl of Bourbon, the lord of Venddme, 
his brother the lord Francis, Louis de 
Nevers, with other great Iprds, as well of 
England as of France, prelates 9iid 
churchmen. Her litter was followed by 
those of the princess Claude, duchess o^ 
Valois, madaiiic cVAngoultime, madanie de 
Venddme, madame de Nevers, and other 
princesses of both kingdoms. TLus was 
she conducted to the church of Ndtre 
Dame, and took the usual oaths: »he 
thence proceeded to the royal psdace, where 
a most splendid banquet was pro\ided. 
The king and queen lay that night at the' 
royal palace, which served to shorten his 
days. 
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CHAP. XXXV. 

OF THE TILTS PERFORM EP AT PARIS.— THg 
HBATH AKI> INTEEMEKt OF LOUIS 

Thb aext day, the kiqg and queen went to 
the Tournelles, to see the tournanorent^ 
that had heen before proclaimed. AtthQ 
entrance of the lists was a triumphal arch 
fiurmountad with the shields anna of the 
king and queen; below them were the 
emblazoned shields of the lords and princes, 
the tciiaats and defendants of the lists. 
The duke of Valois was the chief tenaat^ 
with his assi&tanta, — and many gallant 
courses were ran with lances, to the ad-^ 
vantage of some, and to the loss of others. 
In short, it was a handsome spectacle, and 
. all in compliment to» and for the love of, 
queeu ^ilar}^ ; but in^y popularity would not 
have lasted long, for although the poor 
people were already heavily taxed, yet the 
king intended, had he lived longer, to have 
greatly increased the taxes. , 

VUter the^e justs and tourneys, th^ 
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king carried the queen to St Germain ea 
Layet where they spent some time, lead* 
ing as joyous a life as he was able. He 
thence returned to bk palace of the Tour- 
nelles at Paris, and was taken so dan-* 
gerously ill that he made preparations . 
becoming a good Christian, and rendered 
htt soul to God on the Ist day of January, 
m the year 1514. His body was aro- 
matically embalmed, and lay in state some 
days at the Toumelles# where every body 
went to see it who pleased. The usual 
ceremonies on such occasioM inhere then per** 
formed, but it would be tiresome to detail 
them. Some days after, the body wm 
carried to the church of ^i 6tre Dame, and 
pbeed in a chapel that had been purposely 
erected in the choir, — ^and a solemn service 
was performed by the bishop of Paris. 
The next ^by it was borne to a cross niear 
to St Denis, where tlie abbot and his 
monks of St Denis met it, apd was, by 
them, interred with great pomp, amidst 
ffae tears of his officers and domestics. He 
viras buried beside his queen, Anne ot Brit- 
tany. May God rccei\ c their souls ! The 
principal mourners were the lord of Alen- 
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at St Denis, and, on bis return, made tri- 
umphal public entries into Laon, Noyon, 
Compi^gne, Senlis, and other towns. He 

CQiitinued his way towaixi Paris, very' 
grandly attended, and made the most bril- 
liant public entry into that ^city that had 
ever been bccii. The accoatrements and 
trappings of the horses were of wrought 
silver, with frized cloth of gold ; and, to 
sum up the whole in few words, the lords 
and gentlemen, with their horses, were co- 
vered with cloth of gold : some bad theif 
dresses interwrought with solid silver. 

The king entered ia triumph, dressed 
magnificently : the trappings of his horse 
were of wgrked silver, and his attendants 
equipped in cloth of sUvet brocade. He 
went, as usual, to the roj^al palace, where 
A sumptuous banquet had been prepared^ 
with a numerous band of trumpets and cla^ 
rions ; after whieh, a grand tournament wa* 
held in the rue St Antoine, when the king 
acquitted himself most gal antly. 

A treaty was conctaded between the 
king of France and the archduke, and a 
marriage agreed on between the archduke 
and the princess Renee, daughter to the 
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lite king, Louis XII. by the count of Nas* 
sau, and other ambas3adors dispaiched tor 
this purpose. The count of Nassau waa 
also betrothed to the daughter of the prince 

of Orange, whom he afterwardb luairied. 
At this timet the duke of Bourbon was madq 
constable of France, — and while llic king 
remained at Paris^ the duke of Suffolk 
espoused the ijueen-dowager of I vmice^ 
sister to Henry king of England. Tha^ 
kiiig liad sent the duke of Sudbik to France^ 
'—and when he carried his queen to Eng- 
land^ he was grandly accompanied by thi^ 
highest of the nobility. Thus was con* 
firmed the peace between the two king- 
doms. At this time also, the king of France 
sent to seek Pedro de Navarre, a prisoaer of 
war, whom he set at liberty, gave him 
many rich gift^, and the command ofalaig^ 

body of men. 

When all these marriages, and other 
matters, had been concluded, the king cele- 
brated the feast of Easter in Paris* and 
then, with his queen and court, went by 
water as far as Montereau-fent- Yonne. He 
thence went, on the 1st ot May, tp a small 
castle called Egreville, where were bome. 
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justings, and proceeded to Montargis and 
Briare, where he embarked on the Loire 
for Amboise. He made a public entry 
into fill the towns he passed, — namely, 
Mehun, Montcreau, Montargis, Blois, Am- 
boise, and other 'small towns, where every 
honour was paid him. 

While he was hunting at Amboise, a 
thorn pierced his leg, through boot and 
hose, and gave him such pain that he was 
for a time very ill. — During his residence 
at Amboise, the lord de Lorraine was mar- 
ried to mademoiselle de Bourbon, sister to 
the constable of France. Great feasts 
were displayed on the occasion, and the 
court of the donjon of the castle was co- 
vered with an awning of cloth, to keep off 
the rays of the sun. In the evening of 
that day were great maskings and mum^ 
merles, with morris-dancers richly dressed, 
and divers pastimes. 

These feastings being over, the king 
departed, very early one morning, for 
Romorantin*, where he was also grandly

'entertained by the lady, his mother* 
While with her, he received intelligence 
that the Sw'm had entered Dauphinyt 
near to Brian9on, and burnt a village dose 

' to Chateau Dauphin ; on which, lie took 
a hasty leave of his mother, and set off 
suddenly ibr liourges, where he made a 
public entry. The king departed, on the 
morrow, in haste, for MouUns, where the 
duchess of Bourbon handsomely received 
him, — ^and his entry was splendid for so 
small a town ; for there were triumphant 
carsf filled with the handsomest ladies of 
.the country, representations of ships and 
wild beasts, mounted by the beauties of 
the town, who preceded the lung on his 
entry,, The king left MouUns for Lyon, 
where a mobt mai^niticeat entry was prer 
pared for him. He gave there his final or^ 
ders respecting Uie provision and storei^ 
which were in a state of forwardness to 
be transported over tlie Alps, lor the prose^ 
cutlon of the war in the Milanese. During 
his absent in Italy, he nprninated hi^ 
,TOotiier, tlie duchess of Anjou and Main^ 
countess of Angoul6me, &a regent of the 
kiagdoou 
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bhortiy afler# ttie king departed from 
LyoHi and went to Grenoble^ where her 
made a iiandiome entry, and staid there 
until hitt preparations should bo com«- 
fkteted. About ibis period, the young son 
of Frederir, laic kiiig <jI Napliji died : he 

had already oommenced a warlike career; 

and luiJ he lived I bdievc he would have 
made a iigure as a warriori ibr he was very 
courap;<;ouh und viituuub. 

When the king set out from Grenoble, 
be passed tiurougii Embnin, nldiough Im 
army, or the greater part, had taken the 
road through tlu: small town of Duk»bant« 
for there had been formt'd stores 'of provi- 
sioa oil all that line oi niurcli. Tlie king 
halted Ht GullleHtr*^*, und uf'torward at Saint 
Faulf , and then travcirsed a road so bod 

that it was tliought no num had ever be- 

fbre attempted it Groat diificulties at- 
tended this march, and the poor infantry 
wffiMed much ; for as the aitillery was to 
^atis i\m load, the cannon were di^^ 
mounted, and dragged hy men over tha 
tocks*

CliAP. XXXVII. 

THE KING OF FRANCE PURSUES TUE. SWISS 
WITH HIS WHOLE ARMY. — THE TOWN 
ANi) CASTLE OF NOVARA SURRENDE^l TO 
THE KING. 

The pope, when he heard of the defeat 
of Prospcro Colonna aud his army, aud 
that he was sent prisoner to France, was 
> ery much surprised, and not without rea* 
son ; for he never had imagined that the 
king of France would attempt to cross the 
Alps where he hud, aud for some tixne 
would not believe it. 

The Swiss cantoned at Susa, Villaine, 
IttvoU and other parts, hearing of what 
had passed at Viila-franca, retread toward 
Milan followed by the French as far as 
Turin, whence the duke of Savoy came out 
to meet the king, and gave him a hand- 
some reception. The king, having received 
from the duke of Savoy five large pieces of 
artillery, continue his pursuit of the Swiss 
who had passed the Po in an extraordi- 
hary hurry, — for they bad ik) boats, no^ 

V 
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any means but cords to drag their artil- 
lery and bagy ige over, with which they 
marched day aiid night« 

Tliey burnt the castle of Chivazzo, 
and part of that amail town, belonging 
to the duke oi Savoy, wliicli lav on their 
Una of march, killing many of the in* 
habitants and plundering the town, be- 
cause they would not afford them pro* 
vision, nor allow them a passage through 
Chivazzo. Some of the Swiss were slain, 
that had remained behind to pillage. 

In this interval, the lord de Prie^ 
with a body ol' Genoese, arrived at 
^Alexandria and other towns, which he 
sacked) although their inhabitants had 
fled,— but they were deserving of pu- 
nishment ior the many tncks Uiey had 
befpre pla^^ed the I'rcnch. 

The french army kept pursuing the 

Swiss, who seemed ineUued to march 

to Jurea*, but, turning short, entered No- 
vara. The king arrived with liis armyat 

Vercellif , where it was rumoured that

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an agreemeat would take place betweea 

the king and Swiss. The lord bastard uf 

Savoy and the lord de Lautrec» with 
others, were charged with this coiiHiiission ; 
but notwithstanding this^ the king conti- 
nued his marcli alter the Sw iss, wlio had 
quitted Novara, and taken the road to 
Milan. He was now joined by a consi* 
derable reinforcement of Lansquenets, 
called The Black Band*, very well equip* 
ped. The king advanced to Novara, which 
was instantly assaulted by Pedro de Na^ 
varre and others, and surrendered to the 
king's obedience. 

In the absence of the king, his 
queen was brought to bed, at Amboise, 
of a fair daughter, who was ohriiteA^ 
Louisa,— end soon afterwaids, her por^ 
trait was sent to him, while engaged in his 
Italian campaign. 

The surrender oi' the town and ois* 
tie of Novara saved them from pillage, by

— OK THE CKdEL liATTLE AND 8I.AUGII- 
TEE OF THE FRENCH AND SWISS. 

1'he king of France, thinking that he had 

Mecured the Swm by tlie payment of the 
sum agreed on between them and the 
lord do Lautrec, inarched his army to 
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Marigaano, beyond Milan; but it was 
not long before he Ibuud that he had mis-- 
calculated on their keeping the promieeS' 
they had made hiai. In the interval be- 
tween the signing of the late trealy and 
the payiiieat of the money» the Swiss 
had resolved to surprise the king^s zsmj, 
— induced thereto by the remonstrances 
and preachments of the cardinal of Si0n» 
who had corrupted them at the instigation 
of the emperor Maximilian, and of the 
inhabitants of the Milanesau who had 
given them corslets and other armour, 
togetiier with the fiurest promises.. The 
Swiss believing that they would be Joined 
by every Italian, and that, if successful^ 
they might acquire territories of a great 
extent in a fertile country, and be feared 
and redoubted by all the world, caused 
them to act in the treacherous manner they 
did. 

The king learning that the Swiss were 
turned against him, was much mortified ; 
for be concluded, that at that momait they 
were receiving the money agreed on. 
However, like a hardy knight, he. was

While thu* 
employ adt newf was brougfht him tbftt a 
large hotly of infantry, vv* !! aimed luiU 
itufched out of Milan» to join the timm 
in tb6 meciitaieil attack agaimt Imtu In 
Act, about thfM or four o'clock in tbat 
aftamooot iim iiwm mlvmctd on tba king'M 
anny» but wera received with i^uch valour 
tbat many worts more incUiied to mak for 
a retrtat tlian to j>cr»evftre in Urn eomhut. 

The kingp who commandad the main 
body, on Ht^ifig the iSwiss iuiviuice, i:harged 
tbam in pervon^ attended by hi« gentle* 

mtn, and dtieatcd ouc band, Tlie th ncit 

iroluntaam now placed theinHclvi'* in the 

poi^ition of the Lunsc{uerieU), who had in 
l^ift turned their bocki; but they must 
not bfi hiamed lor thii» (or they liad helbre 
heard of the agreement made with iho 
Bw'm, Mdp Without any explanation, had 

been led on U> an unexpected battle, v^hich 
made thi^m believe tbat tbay were betrayed 

by the kiiig, wbu Wanted to liavc ihem 

daitroyad. But whan they iaw the volun* 
Utf§ tbui itep boldly into their rank», 
they recovered eoamgc, and fought witU 
the utmot^t bmvcry* 
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The freDch volunteers did wonder* ; 
and although they wm^ tiot iiuineioiii» 
urn o 11 n ting to no more tliciu tw^ the us nd» 
they defeated a band of Swiu conriiting 
of duubie their number. Great feats of 
arms were done at this battle, with battle- 
axes, lan^, and two-liHuded-swor is^, so 
that for a long time it was doubtful on 
which t^de victory would reooiti. 

Hie Swiss behaved will) the utmost 
courage, and charged tiie maiu body ioid 
reserve of the French with an impetuosity 
that astonished them, in tlie hopes of suc- 
ceeding as tlicy had before done at No- 
vara. The artillery of . the Frendi was 
not a:>Ieep, and the Sui^b made an at^ 
tempt to seize it, but were repulsed with 
much loss, — for not a cannon was lired 
without killing numbers of them* 

This battle lasted until tlie going 
down of the sun, — and both sides fought 
as long as the dust and light allowed 
them to see each other. Some, thinking 
to retire to their own camp, iound theixi* 
selves in that of .the enemy ; but what 
caused great confusion was the Svfiss 
shouting out .* France, f ranee !* and theft 
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attacking die French. The night was 

not long. The king was constantly with 
his men, giving them every fM>rt of en* 
couragemeaty by words and example. 
He was particularly auxious about his 
artillen-, which was well guarded by a 
party of Lansquenets. Having visited the 
ditierent divisiuiis of his army, he reposed 
himself in his armour, on the carriaji^e of 
a cauuon ; and I may with truth assert, 
that if the k\n^ had not been present at 
this engagement the French would have 
had more than enough to do. 

On the morrow, the 14th of Sep* 

tembcr, in the year 1515, and the iedbt 
oi' the Exaltation of the Cross, the Swiss, 
enraged ap^ainst the French, advanced on 
them by day-break (notwithstanding their 
loss on the preceding night had .been more 
than they supposed) with an eagerness as 
if they had been going to a dance, and 
made their charge with valour and steadi- 
ness, I'he conthct was long and doubtlul ; 
but the king's artiller\% where he was 
in person, did the greatest service, particu- 
larty Oil a strong body that kept firmly 
unked until their losses were so consider- 
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able, the remainder turned their backs, and 

fled for Milan. The other divisions oi the 
Swiss made now little resistance; and to 
make short of the matter, all tliat remained 
were put to death, or taken prisoners; and 
had not the dust been great, fewer would 
have escaped, — for it was so thick they 
could not see many yards before them^.^ 

The heat that day was very oppressive ; 
and tlie king and bis Ipr ds suffered greatly 
from thirst, for there was no water near that 
was pure, — for all the springs and streams 
Were discoloured with blood, of which, 
nevertheless, they were forced to drink;, 
at lengths some clear water was brought 
, them. 

The king was as much rejoiced that 
the Swiss had j^newed the battle, on the 
ibllowing day, as a huntsman when he 
lays blinkes in the chace of a stag. The 
Swiss left full sixteen thousand dead on the 
field, w^ho did not lose their lives like 
children, but as men of true courage ; and 
all the roads toward Milan and Comu

were full of those who in their flight had 
died of the wounds they had received in 
battle. 

This was the first viciory of king 
I ruacis L and was very marvellous it 
proved so great» considering how much 
he . had been deceived in the Swiss by 
their treaty some days prior to the com- 
bat. It i5 worthy of remembrance, — ior 
since the days of Julius GsDsar, this nation* 
so valorous in warj never lost in battle 
so many as sixteen thousand men. 
Louis XX' had deieatedf when dauphin» 
a body of three or four thousand : a 
duke of Milan had also conquered a body of 
two thousand, which iuclines me so liiuch to 
exalt tl.ii victory of the king over enemies 
sj determined and numerous, for thirty-six 
thousand men had marched out of Milan. 

Toward the end of tlie combat, a 
reinforcement of Venetians arrived, which 
the constable of Bourbon had gone to 
seek. The troops made all diligence^ 
were well accoutred and ready ibr buttle ;

but they found the Swiss d<ifeat4 d, and 
ilying in all directions, for/Como a: A Mi- 
lan.

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Alas ! they are not beasts, and have sense 
and reaflon, or at least ought to have, al- 
tliough sometimes their strengUi fails through 
wicked intentions. 

Some of the wounded Swiss fled to 
Milan, others to Como : those ^\ hu entered 
Milan told the citizens that they bad gained 
the battle, on whicli they were led to thtj 
gtesat hospital to be cured* — but when the 
Lansquenets afterwards entered that city, 
they finished to cure them in a strange and 
terrible manner. 



CHAP. XXXIX. 

MILAN SURRENDERS TO THE KING OF 
FRANCB.— THB CASTLE, BESIEGED , BY 
THE FRENCH, SURRENDERS ON CAPITU- 

Not long after this victory, the townsmen 
of Milan waited on the king, to beg his 
mercy and pardon for what they had done, 
aqd to present him with th§ keys of their 
gates. The king mercifully received them.

The king made 
a brilliant entry into Milan, and staid there 
some time, during which he was magnifi- 
cently feasted by the nobles and gentlemen 
of the town und duchy.

« About this period died the ooqunand^r o( 

the Venetian forces, the .lord Bartholomew 
d'Alviano. His death was caused) by ft 
fever, iirom overheajmg himselfc . He wm 
much regretted for his ^ alour and his at- 
tachment . to the french intereat* The 
Lansquenets received from the kiiig, at two 
different times, double pay. ^ And during 
his residence at Milan, a treaty was con- 
cluded by him with the Swiss-cantons, hf 
means oi a large sum of money paid them« 
notwithstanding they bad been so , lately • 
conquered by the French. 

When this treaty was signed, am- 
bassadors were sent from the pope to the 
liing, to invite him to Bologna, that they 
might hold a conference on the state of 
the afiairs of Italy, and for the mutual 
strengthening of their friendship and ^- 
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liance*' " The king, in consequence, left 
MUan with a numerous attendance, espe* 
cially of men at arms, and arrived at 
Bologna, where he had a welcome recep«- 
tion lioui the pope, wlio entertaiued him 
handsomely, — and they had frequent and 
long conversations together. 

One day, the pope performed a so- 
lemn ^service in the cathedral, at which the 
Idng assisted. It lasted some time; after 
which, an alliance was concluded between 
them. The pope gave yp to the king 
several towns that belonged to him in right 
of the duchy of Milan. He gave also a 
cardinal s hat to the bishop of Constance, 
brother to the grand master of France. 

When every tiling liad been concluded 
between the pope and the king, he return- 
ed to Milan, and thence took the road to 
France, leaving the duke of Bourbon, con- 
stable of France, his lieutenant-goieral of 
the Milanese*. He made all diligence in 
crossing the Alps, and arrived at La 
Baume, where the queen and his lady-

joyfully received there, as well as in many 
other towns in Provence. On leaving La 
£auine, they all came together to Avignoii^ 
and had a handsome entry. Thence they 
proceeded to Lyon, where the queen made 
her public entry, and was received with all 
demc&istrations of joy. 

At this time died Ferdinand king of 
Arragon, who, during his reign, had made 
biany conquests, more especially over the 
Moors, whom he had subjected to his 
obedience. At this period, also, died the 
magnificent Lorenzx) de Medici, brother to 
pope Leo X., who had lately married a 
sister to the duke of Savoy, and sister also, 
to the countess oi Angoul^me, mother to 
to Francis L king of France. He had 
been appointed generahssimo of the army 
of the church. 

Nearly at this period, a furious battle 
Wa3 fought between the Soplii, called Ish- 
mael, and the grand Turk, and won by 
the latter, when more than one hundred 
and sixty thousand mep were slain*. The

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CHAP. XLL 

THE EMPEEOB MAXIMILIAN ASSEMBi-LS A 
LARGE ARMY, TO ATTEMPT THE CON* 
QUS&J iJif MiUiNESE, AND TO DiiiVE 
THE FXENCH OUT OF ITALY.— THE CPN- 
. STABLE OF BUUKBON, LILUTEN AN i-UE- 
NSBAL FOR THE KING IN ITALY, MARCHES 
AGAINST HIM. 

While tlie king of France was at Lyoa, 
«nd toward the end of Lent, in the year 
1516, another war broke out in Italy, 
through the usual manceuvres of the em- 
peror Maximihuu: he, at tliis time, was 
excited by the angels of king Ih nry of 
England, which had not lor a long time 
flown in his country, — ^und hy their means 
he subttidi^ed the cantons of Swisscrland 
and the Grisons, He also urged the citi- 
zens of Milan to revolt, principally through 
Galeas Vibconti; and thinking every thing 
in a good train, he marched toward Milan 
with a body of troops that he had collected, 
under the brother of MaximiHan Sforza, 
now rettideat in i raucc according to Ujye 
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tnasty that had been concluded with him 
"after the baitle of Mariguuiio. 

The emperor having, as I have said» 
assembled an army, marched it from the 
plains oi' Verona to Lodi; but the consta** 
ble, whom the king had left, as his lieute- 
nant, in the Milanese, hearing of this, 
collected as many men together as the 
•hortness of the time would allow, and 
advanced to meet the enemy. His num- 
bers were not ^eat, on account of this 
expedition of the emperor being unexpectp^ 
ed, aitiiou^li he had received hints of his 
intention some seven weeks betbre, but he 
was not certain of the truth. 

The constable marched his army to 
the river Adda, and Ibund the enemy 
posted* on the opposite bank. A short tima 
prior to this, the king ol France had sum- 
moned some of the nobles of Milan to 
come to him, who proceeded as far as Suza, 
to the number of thirty-seven, when they 
held a consultation; and on the morrow, 
thirty-three of them fled to join the em^** 
peror, — but the other fouir remained lofsl 
to the French, continued the road to Lyon, 
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ttnd pdlited to the king the shamdui con^ 

duct oi the others^ 

To return to our subject; the duke of 
Sourbon; when on the Adda, dispatched 
messengers to the Swiss-cautoub, to iicibten 
the troops the king had agreed Hot, — and 
in com^uence, about nine or ten thousand 
infantry for the prebervation of Milan, 
fiuurched to Jurea, The duke of Bourbon 
was prepaiiiig to attack the imperialists, 
^ifien he heard that Milan was on the point 
of a revolt; and as he liad not sufficient 
force to meet the army of the emperor with 
advantage, he was advised to retreat to 
Milan, although he was himself most de- 
sirous to try the event of a combat, and 
wait the coming of the Swiss, who remaiu*- 
ed very long at -Jurea. 

The duke retreated with his army 
back to Milan with all diligence, to the 
great surprise of the inhabitants: he im* 
mediately had strict inquiries made after 
the authors of the intended revolt : several 
were confined in prison, and many were 
beheaded. The other citizens, seeing that 
the French were completely masten ef 
their town, and that they were not the 
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strongest, determiaed to suffer all extremi- 
ties should the French continue their ill 
treatxnent. 

The emperor, when he heard of this 
sudden retreat of the French, thought be 
had already conquered them, and, crossing 
the Adda, marched ins army toward Milan, 
and fixed his quarters near to Marignano. 
You may easily imagine how much the 
burghers of Milan were now alarmed, — 
for the constabie iiad one of the suburbs 
burnt, to prevent the enemy from forti- 
fying it. 

A few days after, the duke of Boor* 
bon sent presents of cloths of gdd, and of 
silk, to the principal leaders of the Swiss, 
to hasten tlieir march, which had the de» 
sired effect,*— and > they soon appeared be* 
lore the castle, wiierein they were joyfully 
received by the con^Ue. He had iuK 
mediately Milan strengthened with ditches 
and outworks, so that it was much stronger 
than ever. The emperor advanced witk 
his anny, now very numerous, before the 
vralls, and saluted them with a large train 
of artillery, which was as boldly returned 
from die rampai ls by the garrison. 
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CHAP. XLII. 

■ 

THE BMPEROR MAXIMIUAN, FINDING THAT 
H£ COULD NOT SUCCEED . IN HIS AT* 

IXMPT ON MILAN, :^iARCIlES AW AY. 

The emperor was much surprised that his 

, army should be in the uiiuost distress for 
provision, as he expected that Milan would 
have opened its gates on his appearing be« 
lure lliLiii, according to the promises he 
had received from Galeas Yisconti: but 
just the coalraiy happened; and as he had 
heard of the reinforcements the French 
had obtained, and felt how much his own 
army suffered Irom -want of provision, and 
also that he had now no great quantity of 
cngliicih angels, he retreated toward Ber- 
gamo, and summoned that town to sur- 
render. The inhabitants, perceiving that 
no succours could be expected from Milan, 
raised a sum of money among themselves^ 
and oHered it to the emperor, on his marcli- 
ing avay. He thence retreated toward 
Lodii plundered and Uurnt great part of the 
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town, and put to death many of the inlui- 
bitants, which was a great pity.* 

The duke oi Bourbon ibilowed close 
on the rear of the emperor's army, when 
skirmishes frequently happened, to the loss 
of the imperialists iu killed and wounded* 
Maximilian, finding his situation become 
disagreeable, went away under pretence 
that the death of the king of Hungary 
was the cause ot his sudden departure, 
leaving his army in a very doubtful btate„ 
which then was broken up, and the men 
retreated to tlieir homes* 

The emperor, however, pocketed fifty 
thousand angels the king of England had 
sent to his aid, thinking that he was in the 
quiet possession of the Milanese, — but he 
was iar enougli trom it. 

About this time, the king of Fraiioe 
sent some of x^the gentlemen of his bed^ 
chamber to assist the duke of Bourbon in 
managing the ai&iis of the Milanese.

CHAP. XLIII. 

THE KING OF FRANCE GOES ON A ML- 
GRIMAGK TO THE CHURCH OF THE HOLX 
HANDKERCHIEF IN CHAMBERY, — ^A TREA- 

• TY OF PEACE. CONCLUDED BETWEEN HIM 

AND THE ARCHDUKE KJiNG OF SPAIN. 

About Whitsiiutide, in this year of 1516, 
the king of France departed from Lyon, 
accompanied by many^ gentlemen, to iul- 
fd a vow he had made of a pilgrimage to 
.the church, of the Holy Handkerchief in 
Chambery. As he had v owed to perform it 
' on foot, he set out accordingly, with his 
' train of attendants. They . formed a hand- 
some spectacle ; for they were all splendidly 
dressed in fimcy habiliments, decorated 
with plenty of feathers. Thus they fol- 
kwe4 the king on foot as ftr as Chamberyt 
where he met the duke ot ^ftourbon on his 
return from Italy. This meeting gave 
much joy to both,— and the king was en- 
tertained, at Chambery, during his stay 
there, by the duke of Savoy. 

t 
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At this time, a treaty was concluded 
between the Spaniards and the garrison in 
the castle of Brescia, w ho marched awav 
with their arms and baggage. The Vene» 
tians, to whom the place belonged, imme- 
diately took possession of the town ani 
Oastle, contbrmably to au agreement mads 
with the late king of France, Louis XIL 
Somewhat prior to tins, several counts in 
Germany collected bodies of men, anl 
entered JLiorraine» where they conmutted 
much mischief. The cause of this warfa:e 
wte a claim the Lansquenets made on car* 
tain liuues in that country, on the borders 
of Germany, wliich they attempted to gain; 
but the duke of Lorraine repulsed tbem> 
and nettling nM>re was done. These counto 
waited atterwards on the king of France, 
at Tours, and were presented to him by the 
lord'de Florenge, son to the caj)tain de la 
Morche. 

On the king's return from Savoy, h^i 
went iiito Touraine. About this time, the 
king of Navarre died: he was son to the 
lord d'Albret, and had been driven oui of 
his kiagdom by Ferdiliand the Catholio,

On Saturday, the 6th day of October, 
in the b( ibic-mentioned year, the king ar* 
rived in good city of Pari«t where be 
wab received with tiie u^iual demonhtrations 
of joy« On the morrow, he departed for 
the abbey of 8t Denis, in order to tepkice 
the sainti in their shrines, which, at hit re- 
qmaity bad been taken down for tlie general 
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wel&re of his realm, and to return them 

liis humble thanks for the great victory lie 
liad obtained through their means and in- 
tercessions. Tills was the usual custom tor 
the kliAgb of France to perform, iii pi.rsoi}, 
on their return from foreign wars.
